The district executive was given into the hands 
of the South Side Turagemeinde, which will 
meet at Frieberg’s Hall Sept. 23 to elect of- 
ficers. _ 

The aetion of the Turner Hall convention 
will come’ prominently before the National 
convention, which will be held in Washington 
next June. If the national meeting indorses 
the discrimimation against anarchism the con- 
servative element will return to the National 
‘Bund, provided that return can be made on 
terms honorabie to itself, and compel no re- 
cession from the stand which it has taken in 
the matter. Such action by the national body 
would result in the witadrawal of the radical 
socialistic element, and in any event, no mat- 
ter what decision is reached, will result in the 
separation of the conservative and anarchistic 
societies, and their formation into distinct as- 
sociations,-separate and apart. 


WAS ONCE THE “BOSS” OF WASHINGTON. 


Ex-Mayor Bowen Illustrates the Vicis- 
situdes of American Political Life. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Sept. 13.—[Special, |— 
Seated in a comfortable leather upholstered 
chair outside the door leading to the office of 
the Chief Clerk of the Treasury Department 
sits an old white-baired gentleman whom few 
visitors to the department recognize as Sayles 
J. Bowen, who was Mayor of the National 
Capital during the first year of President 
Grant’s administration. In his day the 
strong-faced man was a power in politics here 
and fairly rolled in wealth when he was the 
municipal boss of Washington. There was 
another Washingtonian who aspired to 
this position, Matthew G. Emery, 
now President of the Second National 
Bank ot this city. Mayor Bowen and Matthew 
Emery locked horns in 1870 for the coveted 
position, the latter being put up as a Reform 
Citizens’ candidate and he was successful. 
Money flowed like water in that famous cam- 
paign, which was the last Mayoralty canvass 
made in the District of Columbia, and begin- 
ning with his defeat at the polls the fortunes 
of Mayor Bowen began to wane. He was 
chosen one of the delegates to the convention 
which renominated President Grant in 1872. 
Since that time he has been relegated to ob- 
scurity and forced to stand aside for younger 
and more active politicians. 

For several years Mr. Bowen has lived in 
McPherson square, next door neighbor of 
Hugh McCulloch, Secretary of the Treasary 
during the Arthur administration, but no inti- 
mation was given that the former Mayor of 
Washington was in financial trouble. In his

ROBBED THE TACOMA BANK OF A MILLION, 


New Facts About Secretary Albertson’s 
Flight—How He Bought Immunitv. 


Tacoma, Wash., Sept. 13.— When Secretary 
Edward Albertson of the Fidelity Trust bank 
fled from here Aug. 24 it was said that he had 
used $9,000 of the bank's money in specula- 
tion and lost it. Much surprise has been ex- 
pressed at the extraordinary efforts made to 
capture him. It now appears that he took 
$20,000 in cash and nearly $1,000,000 in 
securities. Early on the morning of 
Aug. 24 a note was received by 
Paul Schultze, a director of the bank, from 
Albertson, saying he had lost $10,000 of the 
bank’s money in speculation, and to force a 
compromise had taken $10,000 more in cash 
and $900,000 in securities. He would meet him 
or a representative in the woods at a desig 
nated place and return the securities if given 
a written agreement not to prosecute. The 
point chosen gives a commanding view of all 
approaches, and Albertson said he would flee 
at once if he saw more than one man coming 
to the rendezvous. Moreover, he had changed 
the combination of the vaults, and it would 
take three days to open them without it 
and meanwhile the bank’s credit would suffer. 

A meeting of the directors was held and it 
was agreed to accept the compromise. A 
man was sent to the rendezvous witha signed 
agreement not to prosecute, but instead of 
Albertson he found one Chandler, a Tacoma 
gambler, who was evidently an accomplice. 
The messenger gave him the agreement and 
received the securities aud the combination of 
the vaults. The men separated and the mes- 
senger saw Albertson join Chandler. 

The bank at once cominenced extraordinary 
efforts to capture the thieves. J. H. Cahoon, 
cashier of the Fidelity Bank and a brother-in- 
law of Albertson, was arrested by Detective 
Sullivan and confined by him in a hotel for 
several days trying to force a confession. The 
story got out and Sullivan was forced to re- 
lease the prisoner, who was then legally ar- 
rested for complicity. Last Thursday Sulli- 
van and two guards boldly kidnaped R. B. 
Albertson, a second cousin of the absconder, 
and W. E. Bailey, who happened to be with 
him, in the streets of Seattle in broad day- 
light. The kidnapers were followed and ar- 
rested and their prisoners freed. Albertson 
was suspected of complicity in his cousin’s 
actions. 


HELD UP A KANSAS CITY SALOONKEEPER. 


He and Ten of His Customers Robbed by 
Four Men at the Bevolver’s Point. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., Sept. 13.—Four men 

with drawn revolvers entered the saloon of

RELIGION pr THE FAIR. 


REV. FLORENCE KOLLOCK PLEADS 
FOR A SUNDAY EXPOSITION, 

An Institution for the People, It Should Be 
Arranged tor the Renefit of All—Its 
Management Not Controlled by the 
Church—Advooates of Closing Advised 

to Turn Their Attention to the Sup- 
pression of Evil Institutions. 


„The Sabbath was made for man, not man 
for the Sabbath,’ 
meaningless ta the Christian Church? Has it 
joined the Pharisees against those who lived 
and died that the truth might set all souls 
free? I sometimes think so, when I see the 
awful sacrifice of mankind’s best and highest 
welfare in the interest of maintaining a cus- 
tom, a creed, an institution, such as we shall 
witness in our great city if the hails of art, 
science, and industry are closed to the waiting 
multitudes, and the saloons, gambling dens, 
beer gardens, and like institutions are left 
undisturbed by the religious (?) sentiment of 
the people.’’ 

It was a large congregation that heatd these 
words in the Universalist church, Sixty-fifth 
street and Stewart avenue in Englewood, yes- 
terday. They were spoken by the Rev. Florence 
Kollock in the course of a sermon on Sunday 
Obe rvauce,“ and referred to the effort being 
made to have the World's Fair closed Sunday. 

Lou may be sure of one thing,” said Miss 
Kollock, continuing. The people who want 
to go to church will go, and those who do not 
wish to go will remain away, whether the Fair 
is opened or not. Weare not going to bring 
the masses into our churches by prohibiting 
them from going to the Exposition. But with 
the opening of these halls of learning to them 
we shall be able to keep multitudes of them 
from such places &s work their deeds of 
ruin.“ 

Miss Kollock chose as her text the words 
spoken in the opening sentence from the 
Gospel ot St. Mark ii., 27. No teacher 
since the advent of Jesus of Nazareth has so 
set in defiance the established religious cus- 
toms and opinions by which he found himself 
surrounded as did this gentle, fearless, and in- 
spired teacher. The itistance of the text is 
but one of the many in which he openly dis- 
carded a religious custom of the people and 
set up for himself and others a new order 
better adapted to the new wants of the people 
of his time. 


The Issue Remains Unchanged. 


The Sunday question which was made an 
issue between himself and the Pharisees has 
ever been and still is an issue between not 
only the pharisaical and religious element, but 
between the church and the world. The 
spirit that wrote the Blue laws of Connecticut 
has its antithesis in the spirit of lawlessness 
and aggrandizement that would turn the day 
into a pandemonium of add it to the list of 
work days. Both arsenemies of Sunday; 
either one carried out would drive men to 
ruin. But,” claims this same pharisaical 
spirit with which Jesus had to contend, this 
is a sacred day, u set-apart day. We are com- 
manded to keep it holy, Great wrong has been 
done by the narrow perverted sense in 
which the term sacred has been applied by a 
narrow and undeveloped religious sentiment. 
The logic has run something in this wise: 
Sunday is a sacred day, synonymous with 
solemn day; therefore, we will conduct our- 
selves ina solemn manner andso keep the 
day holy. Monday is asecular day; there- 
fore, we are not under abligation to do any 
thing Monday that we did Sunday. It is busi- 
ness now. There is nothing sacred about 
this. We have a right tobe as secular in 
this day as we were holy Sunday, and such 


the things secular. All is randy ＋ is — 
and helpful, honest and ennobling. All is 
profane that 1s shameful and dishonest, that 
is cruel and degrading. The school in the 
hands of the honest laborer is as sacred as the 
Communion cup in the hand of the Bishop; 
the emancipation proclamation as the Bible; 
the schoolhouse as the church; the ballot-box 
as the pulpit; the home fireside as the church 
altar; Monday a Sunday. All things, 
customs, institutions, and beliefs, are sacred so 
long as they contribute to the true elevation 
of the human race. All are profane that tend 
to keep man from his best and highest happi- 
ness, usefulness, and progress. Hence some 
stronger argument in favor of the strict ob- 
servance of the day must be presented than 
that of its sacredness, since all days are of 
themselves sacred and all service of itself is 


good, is holy, 
Hold the Seventh Day Holy. 


Again, toalarge number of deeply relig- 
ious people it is Saturday, not Sunday, that is 
the holy day. Tne great body of Jews hold 
more strictly to the seventh day, Saturday, 
than the most zealous Christian to Sunday on 
Bible grounds. Then there is that large and 
zealous body of Christian people known as 
seventh-day Adventists, who regard with re- 
ligious horror our desecration of Saturday 
and with pity our mistaken Sunday observ- 
ance. 

An interesting case just now before the pub- 
lic invests this auestion with a deeply practi- 
cal character. One devout member of the 
seventh-day Adventist communion was con- 
victed of plowing on Sunday, and Judge 
Hammond, District United States Judge, sit- 
ting at Memphis, Tenn., has rendered his de 
cision against this Adventist convicted of 
working on Sunday and fixed a penalty of 375 
for the offense—all in this land that boasts of 
religious liberty. 

St. Paul echoes the sentiment of Jesus when 
he suins the question up in these words: 
One man esteemeth one day above another, 
another man esteemeth every day alike. Let 
every man be fully persuaded in his own 
mind. 

Upon one point almost all persons agree, 
from Col. Ingersoll to Dr. Patton—that there 
should be a day set apart for rest—that a 
halt should be called to the steady grind and 
all should be set at liberty and find rest. 
But how shall this rest be obtained, and when? 
Here the divergence again appears. One 
pleads recreation, another religious devotions. 
As usual the truth is foundin neither posi- 
tion, but in a happy blending of both. Itis a 
poor sort of day’s rest our young men get 
who start out on their wheels at sunrise Sun- 
day morning and return at nightfall. 
The average church household indulges 
in one picpic a year, that being all 
that its grace and strength can endure. The 
regular Sunday picnic people would deem 
their fate more cruel than the tortures of the 
rack did etvlesiastic law compel thom to 
spend their Sundays in this miscellaneous and 
exhausting manner.

KILLED WHILE POACHING IN BERING SEA 


Revenue Cutters Use Their Guns with Fatal 
Effect on Seal Hunters. 

Vicrorta, B. C., Sept. 13.—[Special. }—The 
San Francisco schooner Cityof San Diego 
reached here last night with 600 skins from 
Copper Island, on the Russian side of Bering 
Sea. Its commander reports an eventful 
trip. It was warned off St. Paul island the 
end of June and it made for Copper Island. 
There it fell in with eight other schooners and 
all of them together raided the island, catch- 
ing and skinning seals. Over forty boats 
landed from the schooners and got safely’ off. 
The following Aug. 2 they went ashore again 
in company with twenty-five boats from other 
schooners and again started raiding A thick 
fog covered their operations, when a volley of 
about forty rifle shots rang out above them 
and all made for the boats, leaving hundreds 
of dead seals on the beach. Eight boats were 
struck. A black hunter named Talbot, from 
the schooner Webster, jumped from the bow 
in fright and was drowned. Hunter Vairn, 


from the Annie, was shot dead before 
he. left the beach. Al the boats 
got aboard the schooners safely and 


lay out five miles from shore, considerably 
scattered. At5o’cluck the same evening a 
Russian war-ship made for them, and Capt. 
McLean of the Hamilton Lewis, with the ob- 
ject of giving the other schooners time to get 
away, ran straight for and dodged the vessel. 
It was two hours before the Russians got him 
and by that time the other vessels hud got 
away. Ibe Hamilton Lewis was towed to the 
island. All the hunters on the San Diego ex- 
press grave fears asto the probable fate of 
the crew, as they say that several shots were 
fired at the Russians in the skirmish that 
morning and probably some soldiers were 
killed. The Alta reports that the Oscar and 
Hattie were chased in Bermg Sea by the 
Mohican for twenty hours for the purpose of 
warning it out. It got away and then made 
back for Bering Sea. Three men—Walters, 
Anderson, and Grey—died of sickness on the 
San Diego on the voyage up and were buried 
at sea. 


SAN QUENTIN CONVICTS ON A STRIKE. 


California Prisoners Demand Better Food 
and More Tobacco. 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 13.-—Convicts in 
the jute mill at San Quentin struck yesterday. 
Nearly 200 prisoners threw down their tools 
and defied the officers to make them work. 
The convicts demanded that they be given 
more and better food, more tobacco, and they 
wanted less favoritism shown. They also de- 
manded to be taken before the Board of 
Prison Directors, where they might state their 
case. The convicts made a bold stand, but 
the guards were quickly summoned and every 
avenue of escape was covered, while armed 
men filled the doors of the jute mill where the 
insurrection started.

HOLD BACK THE WHEAT. 


THAT IS WHAT NORTHWEST FARM- 
ERS ARE COMMANDED TO DO, 


Another Attempt by the Alliance to Stop 
the Tremendous Fiow of Grain to the 
Markets—At Least $1.50 and Probably 
$2 Per Bushel Is Promised Later in the 
Season—One Million Letters Containing 
Instructions Sent Out. 

Sr. Paz, Minn., Sept. 18.—[Special.]—The 
Farmers’ Aluance leaders in Minnesota and 
North and South Dakota have resolved upon 
another attempt to stop the tremendous flow 
of wheat to the markets. The receipts in 
Minneapolis and Duluth forthe last week have 
run from 800 to 1,500 cars every day, and the 

price of Decem ber wheat yesterday dropped 

to 90 cents in Minneapolis. At this rate of 
sale and delivery the Alliance people assert 
that the 150,000,000 bushels of wheat in the 

No. 1 hard belt will be out of the farmers 

hands before Jan. 1, and their haste will drive 

the price back to 80 cents. The Alliance 
therefore began today the mailing from its 

Wabasha street headquarters of a million of 

letters to the farmers callmg a halt all along 

the line. The letter states the new Wheat 

Growers’ Association and the Alliance secre- 

taries all over the country are unanimous 

that wheat is bound tosell as high as $1.50 
and possibly $2 per bushel, and they are unan- 
imous in this warning to the farmers not to 
sacrifice their wheat and give the speculators 
all the profit there is in it. The letter says 
the crop is being greatly overestimated by the 
newspapers and grain dealers, and continues: 

We do not believe a majority of the farm- 
ers are foolish enough to coéperate with thé 
speculators to depress prices further. There 
is no question but prices will take a turn up- 
ward in a few days. The shortage in Europe 
can now be figured with accuracy. About a 
week ago a congress of grain-dealers from all 
parts of Europe met at Vienna, Austria, and 
computed figures about the crops in Europe. 
These figures are the highest which well-in- 
formed reputable men could furnish, for, if 
in a famine year like this they should 
give for the crop of any one coun- 
try lower figures than circumstances justi- 
fied, the government of that country 
would certainly remonstrate. It is surely the 
policy of Europeans not to exaggerate their 
disaster. The figures of the Vienna Congress 
show that Europe raised 258,000,000 bushels 
of wheat and 490,000,000 bushels of rye less 
than last year. Last year it consumed all of 
its own wheat crop and at least 50,000,000 of 
reserves, 100,000,000 bushels imported from 
America, all that other countries could supply, 
and all its rye crop. This year it will have 
from Ameriva 120,000,000 bushels more than 
last if we take the extreme figures which any 
reputable authority has made for our really 
splendid crop. 

It will have as usual what other countries 
supply, which is insignificant, but it will have 
748,000,000 bushels less of its own crop and 
50,000,000 bushels less to be drawn from re- 
serves. In short, it will have 120,000,000 bush- 
els extra from America to make up a defici- 
ency of 798,000,000, and must consequently eat 
678,000,000 bushels less grain. 

Rye being dearer in Europe than wheat, 
the latter becomes a substitute, and is equally 
affected by deficiency in rye or wheat supply. 
| When it ig entirely certain that Europeans 
will have to economize in bread to the extent 
of 678,000,000 bushels, and when the situation 
is aggravated by the partial failure of the 
potato crop, it is to be considered what 
prices they would pay for American wheat. 
The shortage in Europe bemg four times 
as large as the American surplus, there is no 
doubt that the price of wheat will reach the 
highest figure ever known before this year is 
| upwand will exceed it by far before the new 
crops come in. 

The talk that $1 wheat im Chicago is a high 
price under present circumstances is absolute- 
ly idiotic, for the average price in England 
being $1.41, no one in Europe dares expect to 
eat wheat 21 cents below an average price this 
year. Wheat will soon be over $1.50, no mat- 
ter how much farmers and speculators work 
together to keep prices down, and we would 
advise those who can comprehend the situa- 
tion to hold their whevt for $1.50 and add for 
every month they keep it say five cents to the 
price. Hold your wheat. You cannot get 
left.“ 


NORTd DAKOTA’S INSPECTION LAW. 


Arguments in the Preliminary Injunction 
Cases at Fargo. 

Gnaxp Forks, N. D., Sept. 13.—[Special. | 
—Arguments in the preliminary injunction 
cases over the grain inspection law were re- 
sumed Saturday morning in the United States 
Circuit Court at Fargo, Judge Caldwell pre- 
siding. The arguments were.on the rights of 
the State of North Dakota to inspect at points 
other than Grand Forks, Fargo, Wahpeton, 
and Fairmount, the four points named for 
public warehouses. Upon this question Judge 
Caldwell put the Attorney-General through a 
searching cross examination as to the author- 
ity under which the Commissioners claimed 
to act. The question whether the cars of 
wheat loaded, sealed, and billed constituted 
Inter-State commerce before passing beyond 
the State line and the quarantine and inspec- 
tion laws were fully discussed. The Attorney- 
General claimed it was necessary for the pro- 
tection of wheat growers of the State. The 
arguments of Seth Newman of Fargo, who 
was retained to assist the Attorney-General, 
was chiefly upon the question of constitutional 
right of the State to pass inspection laws. No 
decision was reached and at a late hour an ad- 
journment was taken until Monday morning. 


BANK OFFICERS CHARGED WITH FRAUD. 


Sensational Allegations Concerning Promi- 
nent Financiers of St. Paul. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Sept. 13.—[{Special.]—At 
a late hour tonight it is learned Mrs, Catha- 
rine B. Clark, well known in business and so- 
cial circles, has filed papers in a suit for $7,000 
against the officers of the Capital Bank. The 
allegations in the complaint are of a sensa- 
tional character. Mrs. Clark alleges her hus- 
band, Samuel B. Clark, took out and paid up 
an insurance policy of $7,000 with a New York 
company in 1880. Two months ago Mr. 
Clark, who is a well-known lumberman,

TOOK A TRIP IN HIS BALLOON, 


Capt. Pillis Panis and a Chicagoan Brave 
the Elements. 

The balloon Gabriel Lon made its sec- 
ond ascension in Chicago yesterday, and it 
was a successful one. The Captain has deter- 
mined to make other trips and possibly to ex- 
periment in rain- making for Chicago. 

The ascent yesterday was made from the 
“Flora” gardens, at Cottage Grove avenue 
and Fiftieth court. Capt. Pillis Panis was in 
command of the aeronauting expedition and 
was accompanied by George Siegfried of No. 
78 State street. Early yesterday morning the 
gas was turned from the mains into the balloon, 
and the entire day was occupied in the 
inflation. After noon the crowd began to 
arrive, and besides those who paid their 
admission fees, there was the usual quota of 
small boys who covered the roofs of houses. 
The inflation was successfully completed by 5 
o’clock, and the sacks of sand were loosed 
from the* ropes, the basket attached, and the 
whole was held to the earth by a score of men 
until everything could be made ready for the 
trip. At this juncture M. Lamond, one of the 
attendants, while attempting to adjust one of 
the valves, was partially overcome by a down- 
ward flow of gas from the balloon, and restor- 
atives were applied. The valve was soon 
fixed. 

„We can’t reach a very great height 
today,” said Mr. Juvenet. “The gas 
is heavy at its best and the sun shinmg 
upon the balloon has made it heavier. 

The capacity of the “Gabriel Yon” is 35, 
000 cubic feet, but yesterday it contained 
only about 32, At 5:20 p. m. the order to 
“let go was given and Pillis Panis and 
Siegfried left the earth. As they ascended 
they turned loose upon the crowd a thousand 
handbills advertising yarious brands of beer, 
saloons, and other things. At a distance the 
flying white and yellow biils looked like a 
flock of white-winged birds. As soon as the 
balloon was fairly under way M. Juvenet 
jumped in a buggy and followed to the land- 
ing place, which was reached safely near 
Dauphin Park. about four and a half miles 
from the starting place. Yesterday’s ascen- 
sion was made to test the upper air currents, 
and it is said experiments will be made later 
to cause rainfali. The gas which has been 
used is very unsatisfactory and efforts will be 
made to secure pure hydrogen gas for future 
ascensions.

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WHAT THE VICTIMS OF THE DR. KEE- 
NAN ASSAULT HAVE TO'SAY. 
They Express Themselves as Deeply 

Grieved at the Injustice of the Printed 
Account, Which, They Say, Came from a 
Prejudiced Souree— Illinois Democrats 
te Be Réarded in Their Lairs—Miscella- 
neous Hotel News. 
George D. Moikeljohn of Fullerton, Ne, 
ex-Lieutenant-Governor of that State, and 
Attorney William E. Healey of Omaha, who 


were assaulted by Dr. George Keenan Jr. at 


Madison, Wis., last Thursday, were both at 
the Grand Pacific yesterday on their way West. 
Both bear the marks of the assault. 
They expressed themselves as deeply grieved 
at the injustice to thein and Mr. Stoddard of 
the printed accounts, which they think ema- 
nated indirectly from their assailant. It will 
be remembered that they visited Madison as 
attorney for Mrs. Catharine M. Tussler of 
Omaha in her proceedings against her 
brother, Dr. Keenan of Madison, for the re- 
covery of her property, of which they claim 
the doctor illegally secured possession. To 
correct the impression made by published 
accounts they told the following story of the 
complicated case: | 

“In the spring of 1886 Eliza Tussler, hus- 
band of our client, died suddenly at Sydney, 
Neb., without leaving either will or children. 
His estate became the tty of his 
widow. From the time of her husband’s 
death until last spring the widow left the en- 
tire estate in the hands of a foreman named 
Nelson, in whom she had implicit confidence, 
Over four years ago her brother, Dr. George 
Keenan, who was ‘attempting to start in his 
profession at Si. Paul, — a correspond- 
ence with his sister, in which be asked for 
money to aid him in building up a practice in 
one of the Twin Cities. He offered 
to invest money for her in real estate in St. 
Paul and Minneapolis in a way that would be 
certain to net her large profits. The sister re- 
sponded with large sums 4 money, which the 
doetor invested poorly. The brother finally 
secured control of all her affairs. He sold ail 
the cattle on the ranch, which comprised fully 
two-thirds of all the property. 

When the Trouble Began. 

“The trouble began about a year ago, when 
William A. Paxton, known as the Nebraska 
Cattle King,’ a close 8 of the late 
Mr. Tussler, informed Mrs. Tussler that she 
was being 
best thing she could do wasto turn all her 
remaining property into money and insti- 
tute a rigid investigation of her affairs. Mrs. 
Tussler wrote last October to her brother, who, 
by that time, had established himself in Madi- 
son, Wis., and asked him to turn over all 
her business affairs to her. This he did not do. 
Mrs. Tussler concluded to dismiss Nelson and 
sent Frank Patrick to the ranch to supersede 
him. Nelson refused to surrender. he in- 
stituted court proceedings against him and 
Nelson was compelled to withdraw. 

‘*Sensational developments commenced 
when the widow began to demand of her 
brother, through her attorneys, an account- 
for $170,000. Senator Vilas, a distant 
relative of Dr. Keenan, interceded for him 
and attempted to bring about an amicable set- 
tlement, but no agreement could be reached. 
She sent her attorneys to Madison. After 
fruitless conferences with the doctor’s attor- 
neys looking toward an amicable settlement 
we decided to take the necessary legal steps 
to compel Dr. Keenan to render an account- 
ing to his sister. 

How the Assault Took Place. 

„A necessary legal step in this proceed- 
ing was to make a formal demand 
ot the doctor. To do this we both called at 
the drug “a of Wilsen & Fox. There we 
were assaul His attack was unprovoked 
and one of the most brutal affairs I have ever 
heard of. The same evening we filed war- 
rants against Keenan, who was arrested and 
brought to trial next morning, when his case 
was continued to Oct. 6 Our case is in the 
hands of the law firm of Lewis & Briggs of 
Madison, who are now preparing a 
formal demand upon the doctor 
for an accounting to his sister and 
who will also conduct criminal proceedings or 
a ee for damages against him for his as- 
sault,’

married the daughter of Mrs. Tussler, and who 
was charged with an “Aftemmpt to get the 
widow's property. Gov. Meikeljohn said: 

“ That is a gross in justice to the young man. 
Instead of Stoddard having poisoned the mind 
of Mrs. Tussler against_her brother it was the 
other way.

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Architectaral Iron Workers to Be Defended 
by Unions—Other Labor News. a 
A meeting of delegates from twenty-one 
labor unions of Chicago was held yesterday 
at Greif’s Hall, No. 54 West Lake stréet, to 
aid in the defense of the thirteen indicted 
architectural iron workers who will be ar- 
raigned Wednesday before Judge McConnell 
on charges of conspiracy, riot, intimidation, 
and assault arising trom the late strike. 
Winslow Bros. are the prosecutors. Vierling, 
McDowell & Co. and forty-two other 
iron firms joined Winslow Bros. in the prose- 
cution. When this became known the trades 
unions rallied to the support of the indicted 
oe at cab 12 — . — 
unions throug ir delegates guins 
which aggregated $11,000 for the defense. The 
trial will be the first one of the kind in the 
city where the prosecution represents a com- 
bination of employers and the union a com- 
bine of labor unions. State’s-Attorney Long- 
enecker will represent the prosecution and 
Charles Fitch and Alexander Sullivan the 
defense. 

Thirty of the 360 hoisting engineers in the 
city met at No, 213 West Madison street yes- 
terday afternoon to organize a union. It will 
be known as the Hoisting Euginéets’ Associa- 
tion of Chicago. Z. A. Davis called the meet- 
ing to order and the following officers were 
elected: A. Van Horne, President; Z. A. Davis, 
Vice-President; and J. Dickerhoff, Secretary 
and Treasurer.

Sulzer en ready to be placed in the ground for

Sides, having learned that the Commissioner of 

Public Works is about to remove said water- 

mains from Sulzer street to the South Side; and 

the cost of removing the same will be about $20,- 

000, which expense must be burne by the taxpay-

The publications of the American Academy 
of Political and Social Science contain a 
paper by Vicomte Combes de Lestrade on 
the present condition of the peasants in the 
Russian Empire. It presents a sorry picture 
of the results thus far obtained by the emancr 
pation of the Russian serfs thirty years ago. 
The edict of 1861 sunply transferred to the 
Mir the power which had previously been ex- 
ereised by the scigneura, and that is now an 
odious tyranny. Out of forty million 
peasants only avout eleven are really free. 
are bound by shackles not 
very different from those that slavery 
forged for them.

If obstinate he 
soon finds the road to Siberia. Anything like 
moral or intellectual progress in this mass of 
human beings is absolutely impossible. That 
thirty milliens of serfs are oppressed by 
bonds stronger than those which the edict of 
12861 attempted to break. Every one of them 
lives under the surveillance of the high police, 
and is liable to a sentence which the laws of 
France prescribe only for those whom the courts 
have: charged with infamy. Any one of them 
obtaining employment outside may be at any 
moment called to a distant village and re- 
quired to do work which he has forgotten how 
to perform. He canmot escape the call except 
by abandoning that portion of his gains which 
might aid him in securing a means of industry. 
Alexander II. did not free the serfs; though he 
wished to doit, and Russia will remain an 
alien in Europe till that liberty is no longer 
seeming but real, 

This is what communism amounts to in 
Russia. The picture is commended to the 
study of the Bellamyites who dream of univer- 
sal happiness to result from the prevalence of 
conditions which in Russia produce what may 
fitly be called a hell on earth.” 


THE MICROSCOPIC INSPECTION. 
The law about the microscopic inspection of 
pork products served simply as the bridge for 
a retreat with honor, as it enabled the German 
Government to withdraw—so far as pork was 
eoncerned, though not wheat—from a posi- 
tion that beeame untenable the moment the 
reciprocity-retaliatory policy was adopted by 
the United States. And if the members of 
the last Congress had been less wooden-skulled 
that withdrawal would have been more 
prompt and would have covered more ground. 
With a contingent retaliatory duty on sugar 
equal to the remitted tax—viz.: $40 a ton—the 
Germans would have conceded much more 
and done it sooner. They would have lowered 
their high duties on both pork and flour. 
Nor is there any question that even with the 
small power of reciprocal retaliation left to 
Mr. Blaine by booby Congressmen he will 
constrain the German Government to do 
more than it has yet done. Cuba and Puerto 
Rico furnish a little over three-fifths of the 
raw sugar imported by this country. After 
July 1 next they will admit American pork 
products free. Germany furnishes nearly 
one-fifth of the raw sugar imported. While 
the prohibition on American pork 1s taken off 
there remains a high duty of $2.16 per 100 
pounds. Germany has, therefore, conceded 
too little in lieu of free sugar admission. She 
must concede much more or it will not be 
long before a protest is heard from Spain to 
the effect that she has given the United States 
more than Germany has done, and that the 
sugar of her colonies is being indirectly dis- 
criminated against to the advantage of Ger- 
man competitors. 
The duty on American wheat in Germany 
will be henceforth $1.2) per 220 pounds, or 
nearly 30 cents a bushel. The duty in Cuba 
will be but 30 cents for 220 pounds, or only a 
quarter of the German duty. Spain will be 
prompt to notice and remonstrate regarding 
this inequality, and Germany will have to do 
the fair thing or lose her large sugar market 
in this country. 

Reciprocity has not said its last word yet as 
regards German dutieson American prod- 
ucts. That which has been done is but the 
first stop. Mr. Blaine will take others, and 
will win additional advantages for American 
agriculture. And, as usual, Democratic and 
insectile Republican papers will say that what 
was gained was not secured by him or the car- 
rying out of his great ideas, but by somebody 
else, pursuing some different policy. It has 
been thus for many years, and will be so as 
long as his life of activity and usefulness lasts. 
Envy and malice live longer in the hearts of 
mean, little men than any other sentiment. 
Hence the belittlements and aspersions will 
continue about him until after he is dead. 


CHICAGO COURTS A CAREFUL INQUIRY. 

The Charleston News and Courier says: 

It would, perhaps, be a national reproach if the 
Exposition should now be permitted to fail, but 
before appropriating $5,000,000 en account of the 
Exposition. Congress should make the most care- 
ful inquiry into the whole subject, 

But whatever Congress may do about the Chi- 
cago loan. care should be taken that the best se- 
curity is obtainéd if the money is advanced, and 
that the Exposition will come off according to the 
advertised dates without any further requisition 
upon Uncle Sam on the plea that the Exposition 
is a national entervrise. 

The Board of Directors and the National 
Commission are anxious that Congress 
should make the most careful and searching 
inquiry leaving no point uninvestigated. If 
Congress will cousent to make such an inquiry 
Chicago is willing to abide the eonsequence. 

If the investigation were made at this mo- 
ment it would show that contracts for build- 
ings have been let calling for an expenditure 
of over $4,600,000, that the plans for other 
buildings not yet under contract call for 
$7,300,000, and that about six millions more 
will be needed for other purposes. It will ap- 
pear algo when Congress makes its inquiry 
that this city has provided single-handed for 
over ten millions, which is two millions mere 
than was expended on the Paris Exposition 
by France, the City of Paris, and the Exposi- 
tion company, and that while Cmecago has 
made provision for more than ten millions 
its contract with the general governinent re- 
quired it to raise ten and no more. 

Nor can any fault be found with the de- 
mand of the Charleston paper that the best 
security be obtained if the money is ad- 
vanced. Chicago is willing to leave the que¢- 
tion of the goodness of the security it pro- 
poses to offer to be passed on by the most 
judicious and conservative men in the coun- 
try. As for giving security that the Exposi- 
tion will be opened the day set by the law 
the progress which will be made in the work 
by the time Congress has settled down to 
business will furnish sufficient evulence on 
that point.

fai FREE TRADE. 

The Fall River cotton-mills have given no- 
tice to the men that wages will be reduced 10 
per cent after the first of next month. The 
latter object, and say they will not stand the 
reduction. They will strike ma body and 
close the mills. The Democratic papers talk 
exultantly of the failure ot protection and 
of this attempted “ lowering off wages in spite 
of a high duty,” and descant on the beauties 
of free trade. 


men is quite different from what the Demo- 
eratic papers claim it to be. Iu the first place 
the McKinley law reduced the duties on the 
cheaper cotton goods which form so large a 
part of the output of the New England mills, 
at the same time that it increased the duty on 
the more expensive cotton fabrics. Hence it 
is quite as fair to attribute the proposed lqwer- 
mg of wages to the decreased protection on 
some classes of goods as it 1s to the increased 
protection on others. 

In the next place cotten-spinning oceupies 
a peculiar plaeew among the protected in- 
dustries. The Massachusetts cotton-spinner 
gets his raw material somewhat cheaper than 
his English competitor, He has the ad- 
vantage of water-power, which is cheaper 
than eoal and steam-power. There is more 
skill in the average Massachusetts mill than 
in the average English one, and the machinery 
used is mare effective, The labor employed 
is cheap, as might be expected of persons 
running the kind of automatie machinery 
found in a cotton miil. Fifty-five per cent of 
the employés are women, and of the males a 
large pumber are under 21. This is why 40 
per cent of the workers get under $65 per 
week, The wages paid are higher, however, 
than those in England, although the müll 
hands there have the inherited experienee of 
three generations, while the Massachusetts 
spinners, who were once Americans and then 
Irish, are now mainly the sons and daughters 
of French Canadian peasants. The work 
day is ten hours long. 

So it will be seen that the cost of production 
of the cheaper grades of cotton goods in En- 
gland and Massachusetts approximates more 
closely than is the case with any other manu- 
factured article, thus lessening the necessity 
of tariff protection to keep the mills going. 
The competition between the American manu- 
facturers themselves has been so keen that 
they have been unable to add the duty to the 
price of their cheaper good» and sell at free- 
trade rates. And finally the development of 
this manufacturing interest has been so great 
and rapid that the home market cannot con- 
sume nearly all the goods of medium quality 
which the mills can turn out if they ran their 
machinery on full time. 

For some months the trouble with the Mas- 
sachusetts mills has been overproduction. 
Therefore they are driven to seek fora mar- 
ket abroad, They have been doing that to a 
limited extent—twelve million dollars’ worth 
was exported last year—but they feel the ne- 
cessity of dog it on a larg ar scale. But to 
be able to compete successfully with England 
in neutral markets the small difference which 
exists yet between the cost of production in the 
‘bwo countries must be abolished. Fail River 
must manufacture just as cheaply as Man- 
chester—almost as cheaply will net do- before 
it can compete with it. There is but one way 
in which that excess in the cost of production 
ean be done away with, and that is by reducing 
wages, so that, while still remaining higher 
than those paid in England, they vill not be 
anywhere near the wage scale in other indus- 
tries, That is why the mill men have given 
notice of this 10 per cent reduction in wages. 
The strikers may beat them and thus prevent 
an increased export of cotton goods. 

The cotton mill men are going to do for one 
particular industry what the free-rade Demo- 
crats want to do for all industries whieh com- 


cotton mills have been voting steadily 
for Democratic free-trade candidates who 
would abolish all the protection on cot- 
tons and thus force down wages in all cotton 
factories to the English level at a blow, When 
the protection is taken off the finer prints 
which cannot now be exported the choice will 
be placed before the workmen to submit to a 
great reduction of wages or close out those 
branches of cotton fabrication. 

In regard to the cheaper, coarser cottons the 
employés, many of whom have recently be- 
come Democrats, are attempting to do of their 
own motion that whieh the Demoe rat ie policy 
would foreibly accomplish if carried out—and 
the illogical workmen who are voting the free- 
trade ticket get wrathy about it. They have 
been asking, as their votes indicate, for a fair 
ehance to compete with English spinners and 
weavers—on free-trade terms. They are 
offered it by their bosses and they reject it and 
strike and yet vote for it! 

IDLE WAR RUMORS IN EUROPE, 

Yesterday’s cabledispatches were filled with 
Tumors of impending warin Europe; It is 
safe to discredit them and attribute them to 
the fact that the correspondents are short of 
news and are forced to fall back on their 
blood and thunder imaginations, which they 
exercise on what they consider a sensational 
topic—good a few days. 

When war does come Russia will be the 
chief factor therein, That country is in no 
eondition to begin hostilities at this time. It 
is impossible to get as accurate iutelligence 
from there as from other parts of Europe, 
but it is certain that there has been a crop 
failure, which is. being followed by great 
distress among the masses—by starvation 
even. A nation with a famine on its hands 
will not seek a European war. It would have 
enough to do to defend itself if attacked. 
Great armies need much money as well as 
food,even though the power which raises 
them be a semi-despotic one. The failure of 
Russian crops brings with it a partial failure in 
the collection of Russian taxes and revenues. 
Nor is it easy fof Russia to borrow just now. 
The offer in Franée-for the proposed loan is 
but 78 per cent, Those were the best terms 
that could be obtained among à people who 
have been shouting themselves hodtse with 
their delight over the friendly reception given 
by the Czar to some of their naval officers and 
the prospects of “revanche” on the Teutons. 

There is no reason to believe that it is the 
intention of the Czer to tempt fortune now. 
There is much reason to believe that the pol- 
icy he is pursuing is that of worrying and tan- 
talizing his German and Austrian neighbors 
and keeping them perpetually on the anxious 
seat; of forcing them to maintain large and 
costly armies, thus adding enormously to 
their expeuses and giving them no chance to 
relieve the preagure of taxation which weighs 
on their citizens. His object is to have them 
in perpetual dread, fearing that any night he 
may cross the boundaries with his hordes and 
fall on them unawares. When he moves up 
mote troops near the Austrian or German 
line those governments are compelled to fol- 
low suit, no matter what it may cost. Nothing 
is harder to bear than this state of 
suspense and strain in which one is afraid to

PROSECUTING THE TRUSTS. | 

A special from Washingten to the New 
York Bulletin contains the information that 
Attorney-General Miller is studymg up the 
law in relation to trusts. He is domg this in 
connection with the reading of correspond- 
enee on the subject. Two or three District 
Attorneys. have already written him 
that they believe they have cases 
which will stand the serutiny of a grand 
jury and others are investigating to the same 
end, It ig thought the cases referred ‘to will 
be presented to grand juries at the October 
term of the United States courts and under- 
stood that the most prominent parties to be 
investigated are those alleged to form the 
trusts in standard oil and dressed beef. 

The measure of success attending the effort 
te obtain testimony in these and other cases 
may be expected to depend upon the con- 
struction put by the Supreme Court ou Sec. 
860 of the Reyised Statutes. The section pro- 
vides that. 

No pleading of a party, nor any discovery or 
evidence obtained from a party or witness by 
means of a judicial proceeding in this or any 
foreign country, shall be given in evidence, or in 
any manner used against him or his property or 
estate, in any eourt of the United States in any 
criminal proeeeding, or for the enforcement of 


any penalty or forfeiture. 
: Supreme Court will next month eon- 


sider the force of this provision in gonnection 
with cases that have arisen under the Inter- 
State Commerce act. The question will be 
whether this suffieiently protects a witness to 
deprive him of the privilege of refusing to 
testify which is granted him by the Constitu- 
tion in eases where the testimony may be used 
against him. The District and Circuit Courts 
have decided in the pending case that the wit- 
ness is obliged to testify. If those decisions 
are sustained by the Supreme Court the offi- 
cers of the trust corporations will find it hard 
work to refuse to reveal the inner workings of 
the business, the only alternative being the 
jail. But if the decisions by Judges Blodgett 
and Gresham be overruled the officers of the 
trusts may then be able to plead that te testi- 
fy would be to incriminate themselves. In 
such case it would be a question if the de. 
sired information could be obtained from 
others or if the inquiry must be dropped in 
the absence of means for obtaining informa- 
tion, 
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MRS. BESANT’S PRETENSIONS, 

Mrs. Annie Besant, Who by common con- 
sent of the theosophists has suceeeded to the 
leadership of that sect, in the place of the 
deceused Mme, Blavatsky, has thrust herself 
into a sea of difficulties from which there is 
no extraction, even with the help of the 
redoubtable Col. Oleott, In putting on the 
mantle of the Blavatsky Mrs, Besant evi- 
dently has decided te assert the same occult 
humbuggery which eharacterized her prede- 
cessor, but it is doubtful whether she has the 
ability of that clever adventurer to carry it 
out without exposure. It is most unfortu- 
nate for her that after pretending to have 
received letters trom the dead Mahatmas, 
through the some agencies as Mme. Blavatsky, 
she declines to prodace them when ehallenged 
to do .so in order that their genuineness 
may be investigated, The refusal to 
produce them ‘inevitably will suggest 
the natural inference that they are 
forgeries or pretensions, otherwise she could 
have had no reasonable objection to their ex- 
amination by experts. It must further lead 
to the conviction either that she is working 
for gaping notoriety or that after much 
dabbling in socialism, spiritualism, and a 
dozen other isms: her brain has been turned 
and she has become a hopeless crank. In 
either ease there is occasion for regret, for in 
the past Mrs. Besant, whatever her vagaries 
might be, has been regarded as sincere and 
earnest in her endeavors to do something for 
the eleydtion of humanity. The most dis- 
couraging feature, however, of ‘the plight in 
which she finds herself is that it will make no 
difference with the credulous crowd which is 
following her and which followed Mme. Blavat- 
sky, however ridioulous her pretenses. There 
is no limit to the gullibility of homan nature 
where oceultisin is concerned, and the more 
occult and unknowable it is the more com- 
pletely does it draw upon the elements of 
superstition and fetichism in the human mind, 
To this class the gibberish of a Himalayan 
Mahatma is more real than any occurrence 
in the actual world about them, and a pre- 
tended message from the astral brethren, which 
the recipient dares not show, is of more con- 
sequence than the real messages which can 
be seen and read by all.

Wages of Workmen at the Royal Palace. 

The royal palace at Berlin is now undergo- 
ing extensive alterations which it will take at 
least two years to finish. It will be alittle 
curious to see what kind of treatment the 
workmen engaged in these alterations are re- 
ceiving at the hands of the august patron of 
social amelioration. The following figures 
will shed a flood of licht upon this question.

have made the trifling sum of about $7,500 out 
of the wages of his thirty-five laborers. This 
is the kind of thing that goes on under the 
very nose of the severeign, and it is — 
enough to understand what sort of effect suc 
an example must have on private building 
contractors. 

International Law Congress. 

The Congress of International Law was 
opened at Hamburg Monday by Prof. von 
Bargottmgen, whe said that they could not 
have chosen a better place to meet than the 
ancient and world-wide known city of the 
Hanseatic League.

Leoncaen of Paris on the desirability of giv- 
ing an internationh! character to laws relating

Quageyetowy, Sept. 13,—Passengers who 
landed from the Guicn steamer Arizona this 
morning from New York, report that between 
midnight and 1 o’clock in the morning of 
Sept. 6, diiring a dense fog, with light wind 
from the southward and no sea on, while 
steaming at the rate of fifteen knots an hour, 
an unknown vessel ran into and struck on the 
port quarter with its stern, carrying away be- 
tween thirty and forty feet of the rail and 
hending the iron bars into all sorts of shapes. 
The decks’ were damaged, one of the life- 
hoats smashed to pieces, and the iron plates, 
down te within four feet of the water-line, 
bent and staved in. All the passengers were in 
bed at the time of the collision and awakened 
at the terrific shock; every one of them 
rushed on deck only partially dressed. The 
officers then prepared to supply the women 
with life-belts in case of their being necessary 
and in reply to questions they said they would 
see that the men had belts afterwarda. A little 
later, however, when they had ascertained the 
extent of the damage, the officers assured 
the pasnangers that there was abso- 
lutely no danger and the commotion 
ceased. There was a scare almost 
immediately after the collision, as a dim light 
was observed dead ahead. This quickly died 
out and nothing more was seen of the strange 
vessel, which, itis supposed, was probably a 
large American 28 steamer flying 
lightly.”” Aga portion of her jibboom was 
found broken off and lying on the deck of the 
Arizona, it would appear that the steamer 
was strack in the port quarter stem on, and 
that the strange vessel then canted around 
striking again with its stern 100 feet farther 
aft, as there the most serious damage was

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. FIGHTING FOR BREAD IN RUSSIA. 


Wagons Bearing Provisions AttacKed and 
Plundered by Ualf-Starved Peasants, 
IRPROIAL CABLE. ! 

Loxbox, Sept. 18,—The Daily Telegraph 
prints tomorrow the following dispatch from 
Vienna: 

According to accounts from the Russian 
frontier it is not only those provinces in which 
the crops have failed that are afflicted with 
famine, but also all districts bordering on 
them. In Orel things are well nigh desperate. 
The population has been decimated by hunger 
and disease. Bread is literally foughs for. 
Wagons bearing rye bread, flour, and salt 
have been attacked and plundered on the road 
by famished peasants and laborers, even when 
escorted by soldiers. There have been fre- 
quent sanguinary collisions between the troops 
oe, the people, who on such occasions use 
their knives freely. The relief committees 
are inefficiently organized. noszeu 
has installed special committees under 
the auspices of the holy synod, but they 
ecnfine themselves to  assisti the 
monasteries and the smaller clergy. Since the 
famine has broken out the prisons have filled 
rapidly, as the lower classes find that they are 
better provided for in jail than out, and so 
many of them commit petty offenses in order 
to get a few weeks’ imprisonment. At Jeliso- 
wetgrai the prisoners number7 per cent of 
the population, and at Nijni Novgorod it has 
been found necessary to put up temporary 
sheds to accommodate criminals, as the 
prisons are overcrowded,”’ 


TERRIBLE FLOODS IN SPAIN, 


Hundreds of Houses Swept Away and 
Many Lives Sacrificed, 
ISPECIAL CABLE. | 

Maprrip, Sept. 13.—Au enormous amount of 
damage has been done by floods in the 
Provinces of Toledo and Madrid, The Mayor 
of Consuegna, a small town thirty-five miles 
from the City of Toledo, asks for pecuniary 
help for 1,500 vietims of the inundation. He 
says that all the houses have been gutted, 
and the pamie among the inhabitants 
is indescribable, The Mayor also asks 
that / engineers, doctors, and bede be 
sent him. The director of the road traſhie de- 
partment left for the scene of devastation to- 
day, taking with him several engineers and 
men enough to repair the roads. The tele- 
graph wires being broken down it is difficult 
to know exactly what damage has been done; 
but the Mayor of Communas wires that the 
population in his locality is in a wild state of 
panic, The water is still rising and houses 
are being washed away. Twenty people have 
been drowned and all the cattle swept off by 
the flood. The Town of Villa Franca is under 
water and nearly all the buildings destroyed. 
Three bodies have already been found; and 
it is feared that many more may be discovered. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS, 


The French Ambassador to Russia Makes a 
Sensational Speech in Turkey. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. } 

ConstantinoPige, Sept. 13.—The French 
colony here gave a farewell reception to cele- 
brate the departure today of Count Monte- 
bello for St. Petersburg as Ambassador from 
France to Russia. The Count seiged the oc- 
casion to make a remarkable speech, in 
which he said, speaking of his mission here, 
among other things, that the most apparent suc- 
cess was not always most real, and that people 
would soon see the result of his mission, the 
secrets of which he was not now at liberty to 
reveal, His speech was full of political al- 
lusions aud will certainly create a sensation in 
diplomatic cireles, as it is almost the first in- 
stance in which an Ambassador has mixed up 
politics with a social affair of this kind.

GREAT BRITAIN THREATENS CHINESE. 


Government Action on the Recent Riots Not 
Satisfactory to the English, 

San Francisco, Cal., Sept. 13.—[Special. ]-- 
The British steamer China arrived early this 
morning from Hongkong and Yokohama, 
12 days, 11 hours, and 55 minutes from the 
latter port. It was thought it would attempt 
to break the record inade by the Vancouver 
line of steamships, but it did not do ao. Ad- 
vices from China to Aug. 30 say that Sir John 
Wolsom, the British Minister, has protested 
strongly against the dilatory manner in which 
the Chinese Government dealt with the re- 
cent riots and has put three questions to the 
government, asking: First, why an edict on 
the subject of the riots was not dispatched 
through the Empire by telegraph; second, 
why the Wuhu magistrate who tried to stap 
riots was degraded while his superiors who 
did nothing were not punished ; and, third, why 
the punishment of the guilty at Wusuch was 
delayed. The Chinese Government sent the 
questions to his Excellency Li Hung Chang to 
be answered. Chang replied that it was not the 
custom of China to send edicts by wire, that 
the magistrate was degraded for other reasons, 
and that the rioters had been punished, two 
being executed and others otherwise punished. 
The North China News commenting editor- 
ially on the answers says: The first is merely a 
subterfuge, as the case was too serious to admit 
of the delay caused by the use of messengers. As 
for the second reply it was stated at the time that 
the magistrate was degraded as a concession 
to the natives, who had denounced him for 
doing his duty in the affair. The reply is a 
palpable evasion, and only shows that China 
cannot be depended on by the foreign pow- 
ers. As for the execution of two culprits, this 
is unsatisfactory as coming far short of the 
requirements of Chinese law in the case of 
murder among themselves. The murder of 
fereigners must not be punished more light- 
ly than the murder of Chinese. 

Lord Salisbury added ta his three questions 
ademand that Hanan, which is the hot- 
bed of anti-foreign sentiment in China, 
be opened to trade, coupled with, a 
threat that if China could not control 
its own people foreign powers would 
take the matter.in hand. To this the Viceroy 
replies that China is perfectly able to control 
its own people. The conclusion is that if able 
it must be unwilling, The News adds: 
‘* Meanwhile the powers do not intend to be 
satisficd with these replies anc with what has 
been done by the Chinese Government so far 
in the way of punishment and reparation. 
They have sent Chine what is virtually an ul- 
timatum and will not take any inadequate re- 
ply. Eugland's action is understood to be

Crxotwxatr, O., Sept. 13.—[Special.]—The 
County Convention of the new People’s party 
was held in this city last night, but less than 
half the ticket was nominated when the con- 
vention adjourned at midnight until & o’clock 
tomorrow night. The party has all along 
shown considerable strength, and the conven- 
tion was well attended, all the wards in the 
city except two beiug represented by full del- 
egations. The trades unions have completely 
dominated the nominations, leaving the 
Knights of Labor out in the cold, and now the 
members of that order are kicking, and 
will not support the ticket. Although 
the. convention was composed largely of 
former Democratic workingmen a resolution 
was adopted demanding that the United 
States. Senate refuse to seat Cal Brice as 
United States Senator from Ohio and that 
this State be allowed to elect one of its own 
citizens to that position. Gen. Albert F. 
Devereaux, who Was on Gen. Hancock’s staff 
at Gettysburg, and always a strong Democrat, 
presided. leaders cf the People’s party 
claim that Seitz will get more votes in Hamil- 
ton County than Campbell, and that McKin- 
ley will have a plurality of from 10,000 to 15,000 
in his county.

FRUITS OF RECIPROCITY. 


BIG INCREASE IN EXPORTS FROM THE 
UNITED STATES TO BRAZIL. 


Figures Showing a Great Boom in Ship- 
ments Since the Treaty Went Into Effect— 
Lively Contest for the Seat Formerly 
Occupied by Senator Edmunds-—Twe 
Remarkable Photographs of Grant and 
Lincoln—General Washington News, 


Wasnincron, D. C., Sept. 13.—[Special. ]— 
Early fruits of. Secretary Blaine’s Brazilian 
reciprocity arrangements are being gathered. 
The month of June was the third month un- 
der the agreement, and the great southern 
Republic was to a large extent a new and un- 
known field so far as American commercial 
experience and enterprise were concerned, 
That field was oceupied by active, aggres- 
sive, and experienced competitors— English, 
German, French, and other foreign houses— 
long and firmly established, whose en- 
terprises had been encouraged and aid- 
ed for years by the governments of 
their respective countries, which had granted 
heavy subsidies to steamship lines in order to 
promote speedy, cheap, and regular commer- 
cial intercourse. Moreover, the commercial 
uncertainties due to a recent radical change 
in the political constitution of Brazil had not 
ceased to be felt. And yet, despite every ob- 
stacle and discouragement, the export trade 
from the United States to Brazil at once 
began to increase. In June, 1890, the exports 
of certain domestic products and manufac- 
tures from the United States to that country 
amounted to $505,999 ; in June, 1891, the exports 
of the same articles amonted to $919,959, 
an increase of more than 98 per cent. All of 
the products alluded to are affected by ‘the 
agreement which went into effectAprill. If 
only the same rates of increase be maintained 
throughout the year the total increase for 
twelve months will be $5,831,520, or nearly 
one-half as much as the total value—$11, 902,496 
—of all the exports from the United States to 
Brazil in the year ended June 30, 1890, and 
considerably more than double the total 
increase—$2Z,625,985—of all from 
the United States to Brazil in the 
rear 1890 over the exports of 1889, 

ut the ratio itself will increase 
as obstacles are removed from the new chan- 
nels of commerce and it will not be surprising 
if the exports from the United States to 
Brazil shail exceed $25,000,000 in the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1892. The merease in 
exports was about equally divided between 
agricultural products and manufactures of 
cotton, iron, steel, etc. The value of bread- 
stuffs, wheat, and flour when the duty was 
abolished rose from $300,000 in June, 1890, to 
$419,000 in June, 1891. This was in spite of the 
fact that the Europeun crop famine demand 
gave little incentive to seek South American 
markets this year.

MANY SENATORS WANTED II. 


Numerous Applicants for the Desk of Ed- 
munds—Dixon Victorioas. 

Wasninatox, D. C., Sept. 13.—|Special. |— 
‘Capt. Bassett, the venerable Assistant Door. 
keeper of the Senate, today settled a question 
in which almost a score of Senators are in- 
terested. Among his other duties Capt. Bas 
sett has charge of the desks and chairs of the 
members of the Upper House. Of course, some 
of the seats are more desirable than others. 
When a Senator who has occupied a desira- 
ble seat dies, resigns, or when his term expires 
there is always a pretty lively competition for 
that seat. The competition for the seat which 
Mr. Edmunds of Vermont occupied has been 
especially lively. It is one of the most desirable 
seats in the Senate chamber. It is in the front 
row to the left of the Vice-President’s elevated 
chair, and is but two desks removed from the 
main aisle. The South Dakota Senator, 
Pettigrew, who is placed on the Back row of 
seats, wrote for it, Chandler of New Hamp- 
shire, who has long nourhed bechusd he was 
on the back row, was early in the field. Stew- 
art of Nevada, tired of talking free sil- 
ver from a position where his hand 
almost hits the wall when he makes a gesture, 
wanted it badly. Stanford of California, an- 
other back-row Senator, was anxious to nove 
up tothe front.

TWO REMARKABLE PORTRAITS- 


Curious History of Old Photegraphs of 
Grant and Lincoln. 

Wasarnatos, D. C., Sept. 13.— Special. |— 
A remarkable photograph, or rather a pair of 
photographs, has recentiy been produced by 
the Treasury Department. It is a reproduction 
of an old proof that has lain among some old 
rubbish for years. On one side of a large card 
is a wonderful likeness of Abraham Lincoln, 
with his beard, and on the other side is a 
speaking portrait of Gen. Grant in uniforin. 
The portraits are of the head and shoulders 
only, and contain many of the blemishes that 
are found on untouched prints. These photo- 
graphs have a curious history. They were 
taken in the spring of 1864 when Grant came 
to Washington to receive from President 
Lincoln’s hands his commission as Lieutenant- 
General. It was suggested that the two dis- 
tinguished men get their pictures taken to- 
gether, and accordingly they went down the 
street joan avenue photographer. The first 
sitting did not please the artist. There were 
some faults in the negative that he did not 
care to take the trouble to eradicate or that he 
could not, and so he destroyed the plate 
without prirting any but a couple of proofs 
that were untoned and unmounted. Whey 
were thrown among some rubbish that ap- 
pears to have fallen into the hands of a curio- 
seeker. They had never been touched until re- 
cently when they were turned over to the official 
photographer of the Treasury Department, who 
developed their faded tones and copied them, 
producing two of the most valuable portraits 
in existence. The President had a newspaper 
in his hand, the edge of which shows in one 
corner of the picture. Gen. Grant’s uniform 
coat and vest are negligently unbuttoned, and 
one of his hands showed a trifle. 


WHY WARSHIPS ARE KEPT AT HOME, 


Secretary Tracy Explains Why His Crui- 
sers Are Not Scattered Over the World. 
Waemxdrox, D. C., Sept. 13.—[Special. |— 

Some interesting remarks in answer to the 

criticisms against the policy of the Navy De- 

partment in keeping the new vessels of war 
home waters to the detriment of our foreign 
interests will be made by Secretary Tracy in 

a speech to be delivered at a banquet in Phil- 

adelphia during the present week. Mr. Tracy 

will defend the course of the department by 
pointing out the good that has been accom- 
plished in the way of instructions to officers 
and men in the art of modern 
naval warfare since the organization of the 

Squadron of Evolution. While this has been 

going on he will endeavor to show that Ameri- 

can interests in foreign ports have in no im- 

portant sense suffered by reason of the ab- 

sence of American naval vessels. He will es- 
plain whet steps have been taken by the de- 
partment to meet the several emergencies 
during the year, mcluding the Chinese 
troubies, and, while admitting that some force 
should continue to be maintained at certain 
foreign ports at all times, will insist that the 
true interests of the United States will be 
better subserved by keeping the bulk of the 
navy in its own waters in times of peace as 
well as in war. Eventually, if his purposes 
are carried out, the vessels of the navy will be 
divided into two great fleets, one in the 

Atlantic and the other in the Pacific, only a 

limited number to be taken from each to visit 


can interests are in jeopardy in any other part 
of the world. Seedy 

While admitting that this is sound naval 
policy, there is general regret even among the 
officials themselves that some of the vessels 
on this side are not now on the Pacific in or- 
der that a better 8 could be made in 
Chinese waters. The officials can no longer 
conceal their alarm about the situation there, 
and if it were ible to do so a big addition 
would be made to Admiral Belknap’s forces. 
Advices, official and private, now coming in 
confirm the suspicions hinted at some weeks 
ago that the attack on the missionaries is only 
a prelude to something more serious, It is 
not going too far to say that State 
Department officials would not be sur- 
prised to hear of a general uprising 
against the Government of China at any 
time during the present month. Indeed, if 
advices received here are correct, Germany, 
England, and France are viewing the situa. 
tion with the same alarm. All three of these 
great powers, it is reported, have taken steps 
to increase their forces on the Asiatic station, 
It is understood that both Germany and En- 
gland have drawn spon their forces at Chile 
for this purpose. The inquiries made at the 
State and Navy Departments by representa- 
tives in this country of the three foreign pow- 
ers mentioned as to the number of United 
States vessels at or to be sent to China give 
color to the report circulated some time ago 
that all the foreign ships on that coast were to 
join forces in the protection of foreign resi-

COMMISSIONER RAUM EXPLAINS, 


Why 41 Queries Concerning the Status of 
Claims Are Not Promptly Kesponded To. 
Wasuinerton, D. C., Sept. 13.—Gen. W. H. 

Euochs, member of Congress elect from the 

Twelfth Ohio District, came to Washington 

for the purpose of a consultation with the 

Commissioner of Pensions as to the seeming 

delay in the settlement of pension 

claims, and especially as to the 
answers of the Pension Bureau on calls made 
by the General as to the status of claims, 
some ot his calls being answered promptiy 
and others not for months, it at all. Gen. 

Enochs was anxious to know why there was 

not a uniformity in the answers to his calls 

for the status of pension claims. In answer 
to which Commissioner Raum has written 

Gen. Enochs the following interesting and 

instructive letter upon matters pertaining to 

the settlement of claims in the Bureau of 

Pensions: 5

H. Enochs, lronton, 0.—Dear General: In com- 

pliance with your request of this date in regard 

to certain matters connected with the business 

of the Pension Office I beg to advise you that I 

have been and am now doing all I can to secure a 

srompt adjudication of all claims pending in this 
reau. J uly 1 there were 523.7387 claimants pros- 

ecuting cases before the bureau who have never 
been pensioned, and there were 395,689 claims 
pending inthe shape of claims for increase of 

snsion and duplicate claims under different 

aws, making a grand totalof 929,426 pending 

claims. It will be obvious from this statement of 
the volume of business here that it is practically 
impossible to bring all these cases to immediate 
settlement. They cannot all be taken up at once. 
I have adopted certain rules for the government of 
the business of the office whereby claims which are 
complete shall have the right of way and hur- 
ried to the earliest possible settlement. have 
felt, too, that where claimants are already re- 
ceiving a considerable pension they are not en- 
titled to as great a proportion of the official force 
working upon their claims for increase of pen- 
sions as those claimants, old soldiers and wid- 
ows, wuo are not drawing pensions. 

The office force is so divided that both classes 
uf work is steadily ing on, but the larger pro- 
N. of the official force is upon original work. 
Now, the objective point of all the labor of the 
office is the adjudication of pension claims and 
the issuing of certificates. Any interference with 
this is an 1mpediment. 

Now, in addition to letters of members of Con- 
gress, the office last year received 1,130,660 com- 
munications from claimants. their friends, and 
attorneys, making inquiry as to the condition of 
these claims. These communications poured. in 
at the rate of more than 3.800 per day. Their ro- 
ceipt was acknowledged and the letters sent to 
the claims, but it was physically impossible to 
draw the cases to which they related and give the 
condition of the saine. 

You ask whys is one congressional call answered 
sooner than another when they are both filed at 
the same time. Your calls are answered when the 
claims are reached in their turn. Consequently 
if you file twenty calls for status today they will 
be sent to claims. Some of them may receive im- 
mediate attention because, the cases are ready, 
while others may not be taken up for some time 
to come. 

By directing the energies of the office to the ad- 
judication of ciaims and keeping the force 
steadily at work wpon that business 1 have at 
* brought the office up to thé adjudication of 
30,000 claims permonth. I believe that this can 
be kept up during the present fiscal year. 

In fact. I have set the office the task of issttiing 
350.000 certificates during the present fiseal year, 
which will be an increase. During the last “al 
year there were received in the office 154,817 com- 
munications from members of Congress in regard 
to pension claims. Nearly all the members of 

th Houses are in correspondence with many 
claimants, and you will observe that an average 
of more than 0 applications per day for status 
were received during the last fiscal year. 

To draw the claims to which these letters relate 
and have the examiners from day to day give the 
status of claims as requested by members would 
be such an interference with the other business of 
the bureau it would be a denial of justice to prob- 
ably 75.000 or 100,000 pensioners per annum who 
would otherwise receive ceftificates upon adjudi- 
cation of their claims. 

Where a member of Congress is cognizant of the 
fact, from knowledge or accurate information, 
that an old soldier is in such a condition physic- 
ally or financiafly as to render it important that his 
claims should have immediate attention, and that 
fact is brought to the notice of me, I do not hesi- 
tate to have the case called up, examine, and 
the status given, and in such cases | would 
glad to respond to your letters. 


GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS, 


The President's Oklahoma Proclamation to 
Be Issued Soon. | 

Wasurxctox, D. C., Sept. 13.—[Special. ]— 
Secretary Noble has given considerable atten- 
tion to the details incident to the President's 
proclamation opening Oklahoma Territory to 
settlers. He has been in conference with 
Gov. Steele of Oklahoma and other residents 
of the Territory seeking informa- 
tion regarding the adaptability of cer- 
tain parts of the Territory for county seat 
purposes. This information the Secretary 
did not elicit from the gentleman fully enough, 
and a special agent has been directed to inves- 
tigate the land and report with recommenda- 
tions. Nothing can now be done until this in- 
formation is received, although all details are 
complete. By the end of next week it is be- 
lieved that the Territory will be ready for the 
President's proclamation, which will imme 
diately follow, opening the lands to the thou- 
sands of settlers who have been surrounding 
the Territory for some weeks. 


Compliments for Secretary Rusk. 


Secretary Rusk has received a letter from 
one of the big Chicago meat packers, which 
says among other things:

stock for export as well as your quarantining 
regulations on Texas cattle have enhanced the 
valup by at least a head of all fat cattle. There 
is nch doubt that hoe-raising will be encouraged 
mite than ever before, and your outlets to for- 
eign countries are the cause of this. Millions of 
doMars will be realized by the farmers for hogs, 
and millions more have been realized by them on 
cattle already, and they can look to you and 
thank you for the greatest part of this. 

It is said that the Western packers are es- 
pecially desirous of having Austria-Hungary 
remove the prohibition upon the importation 
of hog products because of the enormous con- 
sumption of canned and chopped meats in 
that country. In the year ended June 90, 
1890, not a pound of beef or pork in any form 
was exported from the United States to Aus- 
tria-Hungary, and the exports of lard thereto 
amounted ta only $458, and of tallow to $8,500.

| WON'T PAY THEIR TAXES, 


INDIANA CORPORATIONS TO CONTEST 
THE NEW LAW. 


Railways and Other Big Concerns Will Ap- 
peal to the United States Courts, Basing 
Their Resistance on the Inequality of 
the Assessment—Kansas Farmers Pay- 
ing Off Their Mortgages—Carter Harri- 
son to Oper the Ottumwa, Ia., Coal Pal- 
ace—Other Northwest News. 


Tenure Havre, Ind., Sept. 13. Special. 
It seems to be accepted as a matter of fact 
here that the railroads and some of the other 
corporations will resist the collection of taxes 
on the basis of the appraisement made by 
the State Board. It is not understood there 
has been any conference between railroad 
officials on the subject, but the opinion is ex- 
pressed by those who would most likely know 
the purposes of the men in control of the rail- 
roads in the State that the courts will be 
asked to enjoin the collection of taxes. The 
proceedings would be in the United States 
courts, and would probably follow the prec- 
edent set in Illinois in 1873, when an attem pt 
was made to enfurce a high tax law, wherein 
the State was eventually a heavy loser, and 
two successive Legislatures modified the act. 

The chief complaint here, as to other prop- 
erty as well as railroads, is the inequality of 
the appraisement. When the Terre Haute 
corporations were under consideration by the 
State board there seemed to be a unanimous 
purpose to raise the water works company, the 
distillery, street car company, and banks, but 
only one corporation was singled out, and it 
for aa increase of $200,000. It was the one 
Attorney-General Green Smith had a grudge 
against. The State will net $90 by the in- 
crease on the stallion Axtell by raising him to 
$15,000, yet there is not another horse in the 
State listed above $200, although there are 


dozens that, with Axtell at $15,000, should be 


appraised as high as $1,000 at least. The 
State board’s per diem pay covering the 
hours devoted to Axtell would amount to 
nearly as much as the State will receive by 
the increase. In other words, there has been 
a good deal of clap-trap effort in the adminis- 
tration of the new law. The farmers of the 
county feel that they have been outraged, and 
the corporations will resist the collection of 
taxes with the possible result that the State 
will not collect on the large appraisement and 
the certain delay in not collecting anything. 


PAYING OFF THEIR MORTGAGES, 


Statistics Show Gratifying Prosperity 
Among Kansas Farmers, 

Torka, Kas., Sept. 13.—[ Special. Tabu- 
lated returns of mortgage statistics in fifty- 
four counties published here today show that 
the excess of releases over mortgages recorded 
is 264¢ per cent for the four’ months preceding 
September. The total mortgages recorded 
during this period were $4,683,805, releases 
$6,370,270. The estimated gain for theseventy- 
four counties east of the 100th meridian for 
the year is $7,000,000. Little of the excess of 
releases comes from the sale of this year’s 
crops, which will more than double the 
amount for the last quarter of the year.

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DEATH OF MRS. ELIZABETH SKINNER, 


One of Chieago's Earliest Residents Passes 
Away at Woodstock, Vt. 

Woopstock, Vt., Sept, 12.— [Special. 
Mrs. Elizabeth William Skinner, widow of 
the late Judge Mark Skinner, died suddenly 
Saturday morning after an illness of four days 
at Woodstock, where she was spending the 
summer with her family. She will be buried 
Tuesday at Manchester, Vt., the birthplace of 
her husband, | 


Mrs, Skinner was born at Middleton, Conn., 
and was one of Chicago’s earliest residents, 
coming to the city asa young girl in 1835. 
She was a cousin of „John Kinzie, with 
whom she resided until her marriage with 
Judge Skinner, 


At the time of her arrival in Chicago she 


was 15 years old, a young woman of culture 
and refinement, bright aud witty, and in per- 
sony appearance very attractive. Maj. 
Kinzie had at that time established his 
social leadership, and under his protection it 
was not at all surprising that Miss Williams 
speedily became a belle. With her social 
triumphs she retained her charm of intellect 
and manner and was as readily a leader in iu- 
tellectual as in social circles. Brought up in 
the Episcopal church she became a member 
of St. James’, and until after her marriage 
with Mark Skinner in 1841 was an ardent 
member and active worker in that cburch 
society, 

In 1836 a young man fresh from the New 
Haven Law School and a graduate of Yale 
College came to Chicago. e was talented, 
cultured, aggressive, and at all times a gentle- 
man. It was in the early days of the city’s 
history and his abilities and personality at 
once commended him to social and business 
eircles, This man was Mark Skinner. Born 
at Manchester, Vt., in 1813, he was the son of 
a man who in his lifetime attained some of 
the highest gifts his tellow-citizens could be- 
stow, and of a mother of the historic line of 
Pierpont. Tis young man became, May 21, 
1841. the husband of Elizabeth Williams. The 
828 was performed by the Rev. Mr. 
Hillam, Rector of St. James’ Church, at the 
residence of Maj. Kinzie. 

Six children were borh to them. Pierpont 
died in 1858. Richard, on graduation from 
Yale, entered the army. as Second Lieutenant 
in the Tenth Regular Infantry and was killed 
before Petersburg, June 22, 1864. The others, 
Mrs. Henry J. Willing, Mrs. Andreas Cramer, 
Miss Elizabeth ana Miss Fredericka Skinner, 
are living. : 

In 1842 Mrs. Skinner became a member of 
the Second Presbyterian Church, of which the 
Rev. R. W. Patterson, D. D., was then pastor. 
As she had been active in St. James’ iety 
so she continued in her new church relations, 
at all times evineing a charitable and kindly 
disposition. Judge Skinner was prominent in 
all matters of public and patriotic enter- 
prise, and found elp, sympathy, and support 
from his wife in all his efforts. 

The death of her husband, the lifelong com- 
panion ahd sympathetic friend, was a crush- 
ing blow to Mrs. Skinner, and from it she 
never fully recovered. In July; as had for 

ears been their custom, Mrs. Skinner and 

er family went to the old homestead at Map- 
chester, Vt. They were to have returned to 
Chicago last week, and as untila few days 
ago Mrs. Skinner had seemingly enjoyed 
good health the news of her brief illness and 
sudden death brought deeper grief to her 
many friends. to whom she had become en- 
deared through many years of kindly inter- 
course. 


MME. GUZMAN’S CURIOUS WILL, 


An Incentive for Astronomers to Open 
Communication with Other Worlds. 
The will of Mme, Guzman, a wealthy 

Parisienne who died last June, has lately 
been opened. It contains, amongst other 
items, three very curious legacies. By the 
first she leaves the large sum of 100,000 francs 
to the Academy of Sciences, to found a prize 
which is to be given to the person, French- 
man or foreigner, ‘‘ who shall discover a way 
to correspund with one of the heavenly bod- 
ies—that is to say, to receive an answer from 
the inhabitants of a planet to some sign made 
to them on ours.“ No particular planet is 
specified, provided it be not Mars, which, 
Mme. Guzmat thinks, is already sufficiently 
known.” This last condition will most prob- 
ably put off for an unlimited period of years 
the awarding of the money. The prize is to 
be named the Pierre Guzman Prize,” in 
memory of Mme. Guzman’s son, a Major in 
the French army, whose life was spent 
searching after the mysterious problems 
which psychical societies endeavor to solve 
His last words were, Do we after death 
still keep our individtality?’ Mme, Guzman 
had a belief in the nysterious and still duubt- 
ful *“*telepathy,’’ and, probably she was con- 
vinced that if ever we did communicate Pith 
the stars it would be owing to it. However, 
as she saw well enough that it would be 
a long time ere the mioney could be awarded, 
Mme: Guzman enacted by her will that the in- 
terest of the £4,000 be left.to accumulate for 
five years, and then be given away in prizes 
to persons who shall have greatly increased 
our knowledge of the constitution of the 
heavenly bodies or of their connection with 
bur own planet, either by means of extremely 
perfected instruments or by ay other meth- 
od. These last words clearly allude to tel 
epathy. Mme. Guzman’s second legacy is 
as unlikely as the first to be ever paid off. 
She has left 50,000 francs to the man who dis- 
covers a cure for confirmed organic heart dis- 
eases, of which Pierre Guzman died five years 
ago. Her third legacy is still more curious. 
Fifty thousand francs are left to the Assistance 
Publique that music may be played in the 
Homes of Ste. Périnne, Issy, and les Petits- 
Ménages, where the old and infirm can live 
comfortably for a moderate rate, not gencrally 
exceeding £50 a year; military bands are to 
be hired once a week to play, if Mme. Guz- 
man’s legacy is accepted. 


SOLDIERS MOUNTED ON BICYCLES. 


Tests Made in Connecticut Show Their 
Efficiency and Usefulness. 

The littie State of Connecticut promises to 
be the pioneer in adopting the bicycle to 
usage in its National-Guard, and at the re- 
cent State encampment the bicycle service, 
which had been established sometime pre- 
vious, was given a test of its efficiency and 
usefuiness. meh rode safety machines, 
says the Army and Navy Register, and car- 
ried Colt’s lightning magazine forty-four- 
caliber carbines and Colt's regular army re- 
volver. When mounted, each man chrries 
his carbine slung across his back 
by means of a strap. The carbine 
has a capacity of twelve shots and the 
revolver of six shots, giving to the nine 
wheelmen a total of 162 shots without pausing 
to reload. “The weiglt of the carbine is five 
pounds. The manual used by these wheel- 
men was compiled by Lieut. Giddi from 
United States infantry and English cycle 
tactics. One of the tests to which the mig en 
corps was put to at camp was a sham fight 
between wheelmen and a detachment of in- 
fantry and a squad.of cavalry. They were 
also tested as messengers and the flag sigual- 
ing, with which the wheel messengers com- 
peted, seems to have been slow. 

Col. Daherty, of the Second Connecticut 
Regiment, was supposed to be attacked on his 
flank when two miles away from his camp. 
He sent a message of some ten or fifteen 
words to headquarters by means of the regular 
flag signal service asking that a machine gun 
be sent to his assistance at onge.

BUILDING AND LOAN SOCIETIES. 


Assets of 190 Associations in this City 


Aggregate Over $40,000,000, 

Concerning builumg and loan associations 
in Chicago the Economist furnishes a state- 
ment. Information regarding these organiza- 
tions is extremely difficult to obtain and thus 
it comes that of the 190 societies in this city 
returns from only ninety could be compiled, 
as very absurdly there is no law requiring re- 
ports of their condition. These returns show 
gross assets amounting to $20,638,661.62 and 
loans in force amounting to 3819, 550.408. 24, an 
average of 229,000 in assets and $217,000 in 
loans in force. Extending these averages to 
the entire number the result shows $43,500,000 
in gross assets and $41,300,000 in loans in 
force, representing the financial condi- 
tion of these societies in Chicago.“ 
Their popularity and growth throughout the 
country are phenomenal. The files of the 
United States Corporation Bureau of Chicago 
show the number of such societies organized 
during the year ending July 31 to be 545, with 
a capitalization of $1,629,651,400. An exam- 
ination of the seventeenth annual statement 
of the People’s Building and Loan Associa- 
tion of Chicago, one of the largest in the 
United States, and whose loans have aggre- 
gated ovec $2,000,000, shows that since the 
orgarization of this concern there have been 
issued sixty-eight series, or 39,949 shares, of 
the par value of $100 each, 9,815 of which, 
representing $981,500 in cash, have matured 
and been paid off. 

The following is a statement showing the 
assets and amount of loans in force of ninety 
out of a total of 190 building and loan associ- 
ations in the City of Chicago, compiled from 
their last published official statements:

Elgin Condensers Make Contracts for the 
Ensuing Six Months.

ing summary of the weather conditions 
throughout the State for the week ending 


Sept, 11: 

The temperature of the last seven days was be- 
low the average throughoat the State; at the 
central office the deficiency amounted to 5° daily. 
Generally clear weather prevailed. Of the thir- 
ty-four counties reporting but four report rain 
during the week. 

Following are gxtracts from the detailed 
reports made by the observers in the counties 
indicated :

Wisconsin Crops Are Doing Well. 

MaApison, Wis., Sept. 13.—| Special. ]|—The 
weekly crop bulletin of the Wisconsin Weather 
Service, in codperation with the United States 
Weather Bureau of the Department of 
Agriculture, forthe week ending Saturday, 
Sept. 12, says: 

The crop conditions during the last week were 
slightly better. No frosts heavy enough to do 
harm have occurred, and the greater part of the 
week was warm. These conditions will not last 
longer than today, for at present there is a 
cool wave in the Dakotas which will cause cooler 
weather the fore part of the coming week. The 
warming influence of the lake at night has so far 
y mon season protected the coast counties from all 

rost. 

A careful estimate of the condition and proba- 
ble yield of corn in this State is as follows: If 
heavy frost does not occur during the next ten 
days the northwest half of the State will yield 
one-third of an average crop and the southeast 
half one-half of a crop, making the estimate on 
the total crop 44 per cent of the usual yield. 
Some correspondents poe the time required for 
this at seven and eight days. This estimate of 
time would be just about right if the warm 
weather were to continue, but as we can surely 
see cooler weather ahead it becomes necessary to 
extend the period somewhat. Some fields in the 
southern part of the State may need twelve to 
fourteen days. . 

Tobacco is a sure crop, as it is now nearly all in 
the shed. The freezing weather of last Friday 
that prevailed in the north and central part of the 
State also caused a general but not severe frost 
throughout the tobacco region, but the usual 
methods of protection carried the crop through 
with but little damage. 

While potatoes will be a good crop generally it 
is doubtful if the excessive yield counted on will 
materialize. The drought and early frosts have 
had some effect. 

From every section of the State, except a small 
area in the northeast part, come complaints of 
the severe drought; that plowing is difficuit and 
in a few places impossible. Hence the ground is 
in poor condition for fall seeding. Inthe north- 
east counties the ground is more moist and the 
largest acreage of wheat and rye sown for years 
is reported. 

Buckwheat will be a short crop. Some central 
and northwest counties re port it a total failure. 


Ripening (Corn. 

Wiyamac, Ind., Sept. 13. [Special.] Corn 
is ripening fast during this warm weather. 
Two-thirds of the grain is thrasheu, and wheat 
averages twenty-eight bushels to the acre, rye 
forty bushels, and oats yield from fifty to 
seventy bushels. The frost has done no dam- 
age. Farmers are plowing, and the ground is 
in good shape for seeding. 4 


COMPLAIN OF RAILWAY DISCRIMINATION 


Three Important Cases for the Inter-State 
(ommission's (Consideration. 

Wasuinetox, D. C., Sept. 13.—The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission has assigned 
the following cases for hearing at Chicago be- 
ginning Sept. 22: 

The Schumacher Milling company of Akron, O., 
vs. Ihe Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific railroad 
company, in which complaint is made of the 
classification of pearl and crushed barley, cracked 
and rolied wheat, farina, farinose, buckwheat 
grits, buckwheat flour, hominy, corn-meal, oat- 
meal, rolled oats and flour. which it is claimed 
are like kinds of traffic and should be 
classified alike. This the defendant refuses to 
do, and thereby unjustly discriminates against 
the petitioner, not only as, to shipments in car- 
loads and less than carloads. but on shipments of 
mixed carloads also. which arecharged at less than 
carload rate for each commodity. 

John Drury of Odebolt, Ia., vs. The Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad company. Complainant 
alleges that he is unjustly discriminated against 
by reason of being prohibited from ridi on 
certain trains from Chicago to Odebolt under a 
pass issued to him for return transportation after 
having accompanied shipments of stock to Chi- 
cago, while permitting stockmen returning to 
other points to ride on those trains under like 


passes. 
William H. Macloon of Janesville, Wis., vs. The 
Chicago and Northwestern railway company. 
Complainant in this case all that defendant 
refuses to deliver coal in car-loads tothe Chica- 
go, Milwaukee and St. Paul raidroad company for 
transfer to his siding on the latter company’s line 
at Janesville unlessitis first agreed by him to 
pay demurr: tor failure to unload after forty- 
eight hours’ delay. That these companies have 
an arrangement to switch cars to sidings of ship- 
pers at Janesvilie that come over either line, and 
that the switching company collects demurrage 
and other charges from consignees, and there- 
fore this uirement of him to agree to pay do- 
murrage before he becomes liable therefor is un- 
just discrimination against him in favor of ship-

The weather has been the most interesting 
factor in commercial affairs during the week, for 
upon it still depends a great deal throughout the 
corn belt. For most of the week the weather 
could not have been better for maturing of the 
corn crop. All conditions continue as favorable 
as were indicated by the earlier promises. The 
western railroads are already doing an enormous 
business. Wheat is moving to market probably 
as rapidly as it ever did, and the 
whole west is teeming with grain ready 
for the market. This is going to make some won- 
derful transformations in the statement of rail- 
way earnings. To illustrate how great a trans- 
formation it may possibly be, a case at random 
might be cited of a small branch of oné of the 
granger roads in Nebraska. Last year there 
originated on that branch not less than 100 car- 
loads of freight; this year estimates by the com- 
pany's agents put the amount of freight in sight 
at 6.000 cars. This is but one sy ecial case, and 
there Are undoubtedly a great many which will 
make equally startling comparisons with last 
year’s record. 

It is now absolutely certain that there are 
to be enormous increases in the tonnage of all 
the Western roads. This tonnage will be moved 
at fairly satisfactory rates, it seems probable, and 
is of course certain to result in a greatly in- 
creased income for the stockholders. The prices 
of stocks have now very largely discounted this 
prospective increase. So far the stock market has 
apparently looked at nothing but the enormous 
tonnage in sight and calculated on nothing but 
the great increase in gross receipts. For the last 
week, however, the market has hung wavering, 
and bas shown that for the present the feattfre of 


ing of Wall street values. When there comes 
to be a more sober calculating of prospects 
it is quate possible that it will be seen 
that the assured increase in gross 
business may not result, in entirely satisfactory 
net results to stockholders. For the first seven 
or eight months of the year the roads have been 
run with the utmost economy. It is a question 
whether much of this economy, has not been 
short-sighted—an economy that will have to be 
dearly paid for before the properties are again 
ut back in a satisfactory physical condition. 
he handling of the grain traffic is already tax- 
ing the resources of the roads to the utmost, 
Some of them are finding it necessary to make most 
expeusive purchases of equipment. The Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad company, for 
instance, placed orders during the week fur 2.000 
freight-cars ana 30 passenger coaches, an increase 
in equipment that will cost about $1,350,000. This 
increase is to be paid for out of net earnings, 
it is officially stated, If that is the case, 
end the payment is made out of 
this year’s net earnings, it becomes an interesting 
ö — where the funds to provide for the 
ividends are to be secured. Certainly the re- 
duction of net earnings by $1,350,000 would make 
serious inroads in the amount that may be dis- 
tributed among the stock holders. 

The price of sterling exchange worked steadily 
lower during the week, until now it has reached a 
point which makes the further importation of 

old seem inevitable, The movement of gold 

ais way has been rendered easier by the declin- 
ing interest rate in England., the rate of discount 
in the open market there having got down to 1% 
per cent. The Bank of England rate remains un- 
changed at 2% per cent, but there is an enormous 
surplus accumulating. Last week’s statements 
showed that the proportion of reserves to liabili- 
ties had risen to 43,33 per cent, a proportion 
higher by a very considerable than is usual at 
this time. 

In the speculative produce markets there has 
been a sagging tendency to about everything on 
the list. ‘The impression is that so far as in is 
concerned there bas been an attempt on the part 
of the Eastern speculators to realize on some of 
their holdings, and every time that this has been 
suspected by the local crowd there has been a 
break. The prices at the close of the week show 
a loss as compared with the closing of a week 
ago. The movement of wheat and corn has been 
liberal, especially in the Northwest, and this has 
been a weak feature, especially as the elevator 
ae ay in the Northwest sell in our market as a 

edge against their purchases up re. The 
depressing effect of this is likely to be more 
severely felt as the movement increases. 
Foreign advices indicate that the requirements 
for the immediate future have been supplied by 
the liberal purchases of a few weeks ago, and 
there has been a marked falling off in the bids 
from abroad. While the local market has been 
more or less disturbed by war scare there has 
been nothing in the action of the English or 
Continental markets to suggest a susricion of 
hostilities. In fact the entire tenor of the infor- 
mation that reaches us from the other side is

SULZER STREET PIPES TO BE MOVED. 


This Decison Reached After a Sharp Fight 
—Krection of Street Lamps. 

The Clerk read acommunication from Com- 
missioner Aldrich in reference to Sulzer street 
water pipes, in which he said: 

There are at present 8,784 feet of the thirty-six- 
inch and 15,300 feet of twenty-four inch pipe lying 
on that street, none of which can be made availa- 
ble for the purpose intended for pearly two years 
from this time if laid on the lines where it now 
stands. Under the most favorable circumstances 
the completion of the Lake View tunnel cannot 
be anticipated for eighteen months, and in the 
8 of the City Engineer July 1, 1803, would 

be the earliest time at which it would be safe to 
expect an increased water supply from this 
source, There is an immediate demand for ali of 
the thirty-six inch and a portion of the twenty- 
fonr inch pipe in the southwest portion of the 
city'to make connections from the Fourteenth 
Street Pumping Station, which it is expected will 
be in operation not later than Nov. 1. Of the 
twenty-four inch pipe £400 feet can be used in 
making such connections. The value of the pipe 
which it is desired to remove is $66,275, the inter- 
eston which for two years would amount to 
$7,953, a direct lossto the city unless it can be 
made available for the purposes intended. 

Under the circumstances the Commissioner 
recommended that the pipes be removed to 
the South Side to be used in connection with 
the Fourteenth Street Pumping Works. Ald. 
Cullerton made a strong speech in support of 
the recommendation. He said he could not 
add anything to What ‘had been said in the 
Commissioner’s com munication. The Finance 
committee had the subject under considera- 
tion and had made a recommendation similar 
to that of Mr. Aldrich. He moved that that 
recommendation be concurred in. 

There was a parliamentary squabble at this 
point growing out of dilatory motions offered 
by Ald. Sexton. Finally Ald. Haynes made a 
speech for his Lake View constituents, object- 
ing to the removal of the pipes. He said they 
1 needed in the district in which they now 

ie. 

Ald, Sexton also opposed the removal. He 
said there was urgent need of increasing the 
water supply of Lake View. It would bea 
gross injustice to take away what was intend- 
ed for Lake View and give it to the Stock- 
Yards’ magnates. 

Aid. Gahan uryed the removal of the pipes, 
and said if the Stock- Yards district was to be 
benetited the Stock-Yards people paid for the 
benefits in taxes. 

Finally, after a squabble durmg which Ald. 
Sexton lost his temper and berated the Chaur- 
man, the order was adopted by a large ma- 
jority. ‘Subsequently a proviso was adopted 
that the pipes be replaced within twelve 
months, 

in compliance with an order Commissioner 
Aldrich transmitted fifty ordinances for che 
erection of 1,200 lamp-posts, 300 of which were 
for boulevards under the control of the Park 

Boards. The Commissiover said in a com- 
munication that he was advised that the light- 
ing fund was almost exhausted, and that there 
would be a deficiency at the end of the year. 
He also said he was advised that the erection 
of lamps on boulevards should be at the ex- 
pense of the boards. The communication was 
referred to the Committee on Finance and 
the ordinances to the Committee on Gas, Oil, 
and Electric Light. 


“LL” TERMINAL ORDINANCE REVIVED. 


Ald. O'Neill moved that the ordinance of 
the Chicago Elevated ‘ermival company be 
taken from the file. The motion prevailed 
and the ordinance was referred to the proper 
committee. ’ 

Aldi Madden intreduced the ordinance pro- 
viding for the Chicago City railway compa- 
ny’s proposed loop. It was referred to the 
Com mittee on Streets and Alleys South. 

Ald. Cullerton introduced an order at the 
request of the World’s Fair directory direct- 
ing that nothing be done toward tearing down 
the Exposition Building until December of 
this year. It was accompanied by a communi- 
cation from the Board of Directors, stating 
that the Exposition Building would be of 
great benefit during the next few months 
for holding meetings which have been arranged 
for. The communication also set forth that 
the directory expects to begin work on an Art 
Building to be located on the Lake-Front 
soon, the necessary funds for the same hav- 
ing been guaranteed and the Council having 
already passed an ordinance granting permis- 
sion for the erection of the building. 

A resolution was passed ratifying the agree- 
ment between the Mayor and the World’s Fair 
Directory in reference to the system planned 
for supplying the Columbian Exposition with 
water from the Sixty-eighth street station. 
The directory agrees to pay for the additional 
pumps and the pipes.

MADE THE DLSIRED AMENDMENT. 


The Fare Feature of the Northern Pacific 
Ordinance Changed. 

Ald, Kelly presented a communication from 
President Wegg of the Northern Pacific rail- 
read company in which, after reciting the 
history of the ordinances of June 15 and July 
20, as he understood them, complained that 
the provision in reference to five-cent fares 
in the ordinance of July 20 was harsh 
and oppressive, and at the same time 
indefinite. On behalf of the company he re- 
fused to azcept the ordinance and asked that 
it be amended so as to limit the operation of 
five-cent fares to the distance between Forty- 
seventh street and the Central depot of the 
company. 

Ald. Gahan moved a suspension of the rules 
to consider the amendment. This was done, 
the following voting in the negative: Ald.

WRECK BARELY AVERTED 


TRAIN-ROBBERS ATTEMPT TO DERAIL 
A FORT, WAYNE TRAIN, 


The Engine Crashes Into the Obstruction, 
but It Had Been Reversed in Time to 
Prevent a Serious Wreck—Charles How- 
ard Found Near the Place and Locked 
Up Until the Story He Tells Can Be In- 
vestigated—W hat the Trainmen Say. 

An attempt to wreck and rob an express 
train on the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chi- 
cago road just beyond the city limits and 
across the line, in Indiana, last night would 
have resulted successfully had it not been for 
the action of one of the men who was let 
into the conspiracy. He is Charles Howard, 
an employé of the Standard Oil company at 
Fields, formerly Whiting, Ind., near which 
piace the deed was attempted. He is now at 
the Desplaines Street Station and will be held 
pendiug the investigation already started by 
the railroad company. 

As it was, a bad wreck was averted at the 
last moment, and seventy-tive passengers and 
many train hands were saved from death or 
injury. 

The sole purpose of the conspiracy was to 
wreck the train, loot it, and rob the passen- 
gers, according to the man who is 
in the hands of the police. Train 
270. 9. or the Western Express, 
as it is known, was due in Chicago at 9:30 
o’clock last night. It was being run in two 
sections, with the first on schedule time 
and the sccond several hours late. The 
train passed Cassello, twenty miles 
out in Indiana, on time, and 
was speeding along towards Fields, three 
miles nearer to Chicago, where it was due at 
8:52 o’clock. Engineer Pierson was giving 
engine 124 all its speed on the straight track. 
When within a mile of Fields the rays of the 
headlight revealed a man runnmg towards the 
train. Then the light showed the engiteer, 
a train-length or so ahead, a lot of ties piled 
up on the track. He applied the air-brake 
and reversed the engine, 


Struck the Obstruction, 

He was none too soon, for in another min- 
ute the engine struck the obstruction and scat- 
tered timbers right and left, and then came to 
a standstill. 

Engineer Pierson says that after he saw the 
man running towards the train and before he 
struck the obstruction he saw four 
other men run away from the spot 
where the ties were piled, climb over 
a fence and disappear into the marshes along 
the side. The engineer and Fireman Warner 
chmbed down out of their cab and hurried 
back to find the man the engineer had just 
peen. They met Conductor W. E. Dedrick 
coming out of the train to inquire the reason 
for the delay. They went back to the 
engine and found atie wedged in between 
the truck-wheels and another under the pilot. 
The conductor ran back to the coaches and 
notified the passengers that there was trouble 
ahead. 

“If any of you have weapons be ready with 
them, as an attempt may be made to rob you, 
was what he said to the passengers. Some of 
them prey a at him and then went out to in- 
vestigate , their own account. When they 
N they were a badly frightened lot, but 
the no panic, as they were quickly as- 

thas the would-be wreckers had fled. . 

Then the trainmen found Charles Howard, 
who was the man first seen by Engineer Pier, 
son. He entered the train of his owh accotd: 
He objected to com ing to Chicago at first be- 
cause be was without. a coat or vest, 
but Conductor Dedrick promised to provide 
for hint and send him back ou the first train. 
Then he told of the plot, in which he at first 
thought to engage, but could not go on 
with it when he realized it fully. He 
said he did not know the four men 
who proposed the scheme. He 
said they carried a kit of tools 
and were dressed like tramps. He says he 
would be able to identify them. When the 
train reached the Union depot Howard was 
turned over to Depotmaster Case. Supt. C. 
D. Law will arrive from Fort Wayne this 
morning and head an effort to find the four 
men described by Howard. 

Taken to the Station. 

The Desplaines Street Police Station was 
notified by the trainmen and Lieut. Cosgrove 
went to the depot and took Howard in charge, 
Brakeman Gibson acted as a guard of honor 
in conducting the man to the station, where 
he was locked up for examination this morn- 
ing. The railroad people have no charge 
against Howard, but he will be held pending 
the investigation of his story of how he 
came to be in the vicinity of the attempted 
wreck, 

Howard presented rather a sorry spectacle 
in the police station. He had neither coat nor 
vest, and the few clothes he wore were delapi- 
dated and uot overclean. A black slouch hat 
shaded rather a sinister face covered with 
stubby beard. He gave his name as Charles 
Howard, his age as 38 years, and his oé¢cupa- 
tion as laborer. He had been empioyed for 
the last five months by the Standard Oil com- 
pany at Fields, he said, and for two years 
previous to that time at Pittsburg. Before 
living at Pittsburg he was employed in a ma- 
chine shop at Allegheny City, Pa. 

Howard’s story in justification of his pres. 
ence at the scene of the attempted wreck was 
as foilows: 

J had gone out for a walk along the rail. 
road track and when near the place 
where the ties were put on the 
track I met four tough-looking young 
fellows, tramps I should say from their ap- 
pearance. They stopped me, and after a 
short talk they said they had arranged to 
wreck the through train from New York and 
rob the mail and express cars. They asked 
me to go in with them and offered to give me 
a fifth of whatever they might get. I refused 
to have anything to do with them, although 
they threatened me. They then told me to 
skip and added that they would kill me if I 
came back. 

How He Saved the Train. 

“You bet I skipped out pretty lively when 
they gave me a chance, but after I had gotten 
out of sight I concluded to save the train if 
possible, They had told me all about where 
they intended putting the obstruction 
on the tracks, so I walked back pretty 
close to where they were to have 
arranged for the wrecs, and then, leaving the 
track, got out into the brush on the side and 
crawled up close to where they were. I kept 
still until I heard the train coming. Then I 
ran out to the side of the track and tried to 
set fire to my handkerchief to warn the en- 
gineer, but I could not strike a match. The 
engineer saw the obstruction and saw 
me in time to stop the train. 
The four men got scared ana 
jumped on the fence and into the brush at the 
side. When I came up the trainmen put me 
under arrest, though they claim I am only 
being held to identify the men if they are ar- 
rested,” : 

The police do not hke Howard’s looks, and 
while he is only detained as a witness he will 
be held until they make inquiries into his 
character and either prove or disprove the 
statements made by him.

COMMEMORATING A BLOODY EVENT. 


Monument to Members of the White League 
to Be Erected in New Orleans. 

New Oxveans, La., Sept. 14.—[ Special.] 
The corner-stone of a monument to the mem- 
bers of the White League who were killed in 
the riot of 1874 was laid this afternoon at the 
head of Canal street where the battle was 
fought. At 4 o’clock the thirteen artillery 
and infantry companies composing the militia 
of the city formed at the Washington Artillery 
Hall, where were assembled the veterans of 
the twenty-seven companies which formed the 
White League. With the militia in the van 
the procession moved to the site of the monu- 
ment, where the meeting was called to order 
by Judge Marr, the Chairman of the meeting 
of Sept. 14, 1874, which preceded the battle. 
The Rev. Dr. Palmer delivered a prayer and 
ex-Senator Jonas delivered the oration. He 
said the government of the negroes, led by 
the conquering Northerners, had become 
oppressive after the war. MeEnery and 
Kellogg ran for Governor in 1878 
and Kellogg was counted in. A 
committee of Congressmen, including Charles 
Foster of Ohio and William W. Phelps of 
New Jersey, reported that McEnery had been 
elected. Abuse of office followed Kellogg’s 
rule, and then the people of New Orleans 
silently went to work to overthrow him, Mil- 
itary companies were organized in every por- 
tion of the city and secretly drilled. On sev 
eral occasions arms consigned to this league 
of the whites were seized, and this was the 
immediate pretext for the outbreak of Sept, 
14. In the afternoon of that day the various 
companies assembled, some 2,000 strong, at- 
tacked the 200 metropolitan police at the head 
of Canal street, and defeated them, with 
casualties on both sides of twenty-three killed 
and seventy-three wounded. Thenext day the 
State House, armory, and police stations were 
captured, but Sept. 19 President Grant sent 
the regular army troops to New Orleans and 
the power of Kellogg was restored, he being 
reinstated and allowed to serve out his term, 
After the laying of the corner-stone Vicar- 
General Bergaerts of the Catholic Church 
pronounced the benediction. The monument 
will be of Maine granite and a simple shaft 
thirty-five feet high. It will be appropriately 
inscribed and bear the names of. the fourteen 
members of the White League who fell in the 
action.

BALMACEDA RECEIVED ON BOARD 
ADMIRAL BROWN’S FLAGSHIP. 


The Fugitive President Has Been Hiding 
in Valparaiso and Was Smuggled Onto 
the Man-of-War San Francisco Sunday 
Night Disguised as a United States Sailor 
~The Vessel Now Steaming Northward 
—An American Adventurer Killed in 


Santiago. 
[SPECIAL CABLE! 

Vatparaiso, Chile, Sept. 14.—Balmaceda 
has escaped from the clutches of his enemies 
and is now safe on the high seas under the 
protection of the United States flag. All the 
time the soldiers of the Junta were guard- 
ing the snuwy passes of the Andes 
to prevent his getting into the Ar- 
gentine Republic and the police of the 
new provisional government were searching 
the monasteries in and around Santiago for 
the fugitive he was in hiding in this city. Here 
he was more apt to escape detection than 
anywhere else, for his opponents never 
dreamed that he would dare to return to Val- 
paraiso, 

At any rate Balmaceda had chosen his ref- 
uge wisely, for he was enabled to throw him- 
self upon the mercy of Admiral Brown of the 
flagship San Francisco and beg to be saved 
from the revenge he feared from his foes. 
Admiral Brown did what all other foreign Au- 
mirals would have done under similar 
circumstances. He stepped in to save 
possibly a human life, In the name of human- 
ity he consented to afford Balmaceda the 
shelter of his ships and the protection of the 
Stars and Stripes. How to effect the ex-Presi- 
dent’s escape was the next question. It was 
seen that it would be a most difficult under- 
taking, Balmaceda being so well known and 
cordially hated by some residents of Valparaiso. 
After many plans had been suggested, dis- 
cussed, and rejected as too risky, one was at 
last hit upon that it was thought would work 
successfully. This was nothing less than to 
have Balmaceda disguise himself as a drunken 
United States sailor. The clothing was 
sent: ashore in a masked boat last 
night by order of Admiral Brown. 
It was smuggled by one of Balmaceda’s faith- 
ful adherents into the house where the ex- 
President was in hiding. He carefully donned 
the sailor’s outfit, and after a close inspec- 
tion of his new and strange attire to 
see that there was nothing about the get- 
up which would arouse suspicion he stole 
put by a rear entrance into the street. 
Nightfall favored his disguise, and he had 
studied his part so well that he feigned a 
drunken tar to perfection. In his way foward 
the water front he rolled by many men who 
would have been delighted to have had the 
chante to seize and hand him over to the po- 
lice authorities. 

Saved by Yankee Tars. 

In time he reached the spot in the harbor 
that had been arranged upon, There he found 
a boat awaiting him. It was manneg by 
sturdy United States man-of-war men.. Bal- 
macéda, still maintaining his disguise, made 
his final drunken stumble and fell into the 
boat. It pushed off at once, and in a short 
time the ex-P’resident, all signs of inebriety 
at an end, clambered swiftly up the ropes. 
He went at once to oneof the aft cabins of 
the San Francisco and aid not again show 
himself above deck. That part of the vessel 
was ‘reserved solely for its prominent 
guest. Nobody was allowed to visit 
hiscabin. The officers of the San Francisco 
were questioned about the matter, but reso- 
; lately refused to discuss it. The San Fran- 
eisco left Valparaiso this evening for Callao. 


‘T Thence it will gail for California. Balmaceda 


may elect to land at Callao, where many of 
his leading partisans have already been taken 
by foreign ships, on board which they sought 
refuge after the fall of Valparaiso. 

Admiral Brown’s action will undoubtedly 
for a time at least, increase the bitter feeling 
here toward the United States Government, 
although the Admirals of the other foreign ves- 
sels have taken prominent Balmacedans 
aboard. The German Admiral, it will be re- 
membered, gave refuge to Claudio Vicuna, 
who was elected to succeed Balmaceda as 
President, and refused to obey the German 
Minister’s orders to surrender him and the 
other refugees. 

The United States warship Baltimore re- 
turned here today from Callac, where it had 
landed refugees. 

Officials have been dispatched by the Junta 
to Europe to bring over the new Chilean war- 
ships Pinto and Erraguriz. Naval commands 
have been assigned to all the Chilean 
fleet. Some of the adherents of 
the Congressional party, while returning 
from Montevideo on the British steamer John 
Elder, were upon their arrival at Punta 
Arenas threatened with arrest by Balmaceda’s 
Governor there. He had not yet heard the news 
of Balmaceda’s downfall. The British Captain 
refused to deliver the persons up and they ar- 
rived here safely today. 


SHOT AN AMERICAN ADVENTURER, 


John Dow of Pennsylvania Tries to Steal 
$800,000 in Santiago and Is Killed. 

San Franctsco, Cal., Sept. 14.— Special. 
By the last mail from Chile news was received 
of an atterapt of John Dow, a Pennsylvanian, 
and Henry Merriam, an English adventurer, 
to seize $800,000 in bullion which was secreted 
in the suburbs of Santiago by Balmaveda pre- 
paratory to shipping it to Europe. The 
conspirators were surprisea while break- 
ing open the house in which the 
treasure was stored, but both escaped 
arrest. Dow, in order to escape arrest, hid in 
the casa of a relative of his wife situated in 
the suburbs of the city. Orders were issued 
to arrest him and prevent his leaving the 
country. He remained concealed for five 
days in the house, and was fed by 
his wife, who came daily to the place 
with food. This proceeding on her part was 
detected by government officers and the house 
was surrounded one night and a demand made 
for the surrender of the American. Dow sent 
the woman out of the casa and sent word to 
the police that he would never be taken alive, 
and followed up his message with a voiley 
from his pistols. The police poured bullets 
through the door and windows of the 
place, but the American would not 
surrender. One officer, a little braver than 
the rest, went up to the window and, placing 
his pistol inside, fired. He fell back, shot 
in the breast. It was then decided to blow 
the house up with dynamite. Dow was 
informed of this, and fifteen minutes later 
made a dash for liberty, but fell dead with a 
score of bullets in his body. His little half- 
breed wife was true to the end and attempted 
to stab one of the officers. She was arrested, 
Dow went to Chile in 1889, claiming to be a 
citizen of the United States and a native of 
Pennsylvania. He made considerable 
money peddling notions among the natives. 
and during his travels met and married a 
half breed Chilean girl, and afterwards 
took up his residence in Santiago. He 
and a man named Youngman concocted a 
scheme to swindle an English syndicate out 
of $300,000, Dow alleging that he had discev- 
ered a rich silver mine. The syndicate agreed 

to allow Dow $1,500 for expenses ty go out to

An agent of the syndicate 
was detailed to accompany the American. 
Dow hired Youngman and let him in on his 
scheme. The two sharpers got the syndicate 
agent in an out of the way place and at the 
point of a pistol forced him to sign 
a statement to the effect that the mine was

TRIP OF THE TRANSCONTINENTAL MAIL, 


From New York to Albany, 150 Miles, in 
140 Minutes. 

ALA, N. I., Sept. 14.—[Special.}|—The 
first western bound transcontinental mail 
train, with mail for China and Japan, passed 
through here this morning on the Central rail- 
road, The distance from New York to this 
city, 150 miles, was made in 140 minutes. 
The train consisted of a locomotive and three 
mail cars. Switches were spiked, but the 
pressure of the train was so great that these 
spikes were wrenched from the ties. The 
train left here for the West at 9:33 o’clock, 
after stopping two and a half minutes for a 
fresh locomotive. 

Burranro, N. Y., Sept. 14.—The New York 
Central today broke all records of fast time 
for long runs of passenger trains on railways 
on either side of the Atlantic. A special train 
com posed of one of the company’s new stand- 
ard passenger engines, weighing 200,000 
pounds, and three private cars weighing 
260,000 ‘pounds, conveying Vice-President 
Webb and party, made the run of 436% miles 
from New York to East Buffalo in 440 min- 
utes, including three stops, one of which oecu- 
pied seven and one-half minutes. The eclipse 
of previous efforts of the kind is complete, 
nothing approaching such a feat ever before 
being accomplished in America or Europe as 
speeding along steel rails across the country 
for over seven consecutive hours at more than 
a mile-a-minute gait. 

The train was sent over the road to make 
the fastest time between New York and Buf- 
falo, the idea of establishing a world beating 
record not being definitely in contemplation. 
The train whirled into the New York Central 
station in Syracuse at 12:15 p. m. It was 
made up of Locomotive No. 876, with Edward 
Chase as engineer, and a baggage and two 
drawing-room cars. The train left New York 
at 7 o’clock this morning and made the run to 
Syracuse, a distance of 308 miles, in five hours 
and fifteen minutes. The trip from Albany 
to Syracuse was run in two hours and twenty 
minutes. The flyer arrived at Buffalo at | 
2:50:54 p. m. The total time consumed in 
the three stops which were made was exactly 
fourteen minutes.

It has been decided 
that an inquiry into her sanity will be held in 
the Probate Court tomorrow. One of the de- 
tectives has been selected to prefer the 
charge. 

Miss Ava has found friends in the ladies of 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance Union 
today. One of the members of that organit a- 
tion whose duty it is to visit jails brought her 
some necessary clothing. She says this was 
done after they received assurance from the 
Chicago society that she had been a con- 
tributor to their funds in that city. Asked if 
she had any plans, she said the ladies were to 
arrange for a lecture and with the proceeds 
she would return to Chicago.

NOT COMPELLED TO LEAVE RUSSIA. 


One of the Ozar’s Generals Says the Jews 
Depart of Their Own Accord. 
ISPRCIAL CABLE | 

Lonrvox, Sept: 14.—The Dwarf, a society 
paper, contains in its currént issue a rather 
interesting item which seems to throw some 
new light on inside affairs in Russia. One of 
the writers for the paper claims he quite re- 
cently obtained an interview with Gen, Baron 
Tranchet, Commander-in-Chief of the Army 
of the Caucasus, in the course of which the 
General stated. that it was not true that 
the Jews were being compelled to 
leave Russia. They were leaving the 
country of their own free wills. 
The General did not believe the Czar would 
receive Arnold White and the other philan- 
thropic gentlemen interested in Baron 
Hirsch’s scheme, because their visit wae based 
ou a misapprehension of the facts. Judging 
from what he had heard when recently at- 
tending the Czarina in the Crimea the Czar re- 
garded the interference of foreigners in a 
matter of purely domestic economy, such as 
the social and financial pusition of the Jews, 

as an impertinence pot to be encouraged. 

Turning to another subject, the General re- 
marked that he had read Kenuan's writings 
on the condition of Siberian prisons and pris- 
vners, and he did not regard the picture as 
overdrawn. He added that the Czar was ig- 
norant of the abuses described in the articl 
but when he returned from Denmark he woul 
know all, because, at his special command, 
given before his departure, Kennan’s works 
would then be pla upon histable.

Although my words have often 
been misinterpreted, I may and do add that it is 
not the policy of France to remain isolated from 
its peigh boring werson the continent: and it 
is the duty of all Frenchmen to foster friendly 
relationship with all other nations. I may safely 
say that attempts to distort the character of the 
understanding lately come to between France 
and other countries will have no effect whatever, 
and will not affect the satisfactory position 
France pow holds in Europe.

Sanaroaa, N. T., Sept. 14.—[Special.]—It 
may be written down as a cold fact that a 
change has taken place in the management of 
the Democratic party of New York State. 
David B. Hill is no longer a boss. He takes 
his place in the ranks, and will in the future 
either flock by himself or obey the orders of 
his superiors. Six months ago his word was law 
with his party. He was a monarch to whom 
Tammany and the County Democracy of New 
York and the Me Laughlin Democracy of Kings 
County rendered subservient obedience. He 
started in to crush out Flower, and 
gave the State machine to understand 
the Watertown jeweler and New York banker 
must be beaten.

Hill does not fancy Mr. Flower, So he told 
these distinguished men that he did not think 
it would be a good scheme to put Sheehan on 
the ticket, because he saw that Flower’s 
told him “pintedly,” as they say in 

Sunny South, they thought 
it would be a shame and 
a species of gross ingratitude to sacrifice a 
man who had been so devoted to Mr. Hill as 
Sheehan had all — his life, and part ieu- 
larly while Speaker of the New York Assem- 
bly last winter. They furthermore expressed

Refuse to Desert Sheehan, 

It would be as well to record the fact right 
here that neither man was surprised at any- 
thing Gov. Hill might do. e had repeat- 
edly made pie-crust pledges to both 4nd as 
repeatedly broken them. But Mr. Croker 
and Murphy well aware of the strength of 
their respective hands, and with a remem- 
brance of Roswell's barrel and Sheehan’s 
power of organization politely but firmly 
told the Governor they would stick to Shee- 
han, and before they would go back on him. 
they would see Governor further first. 

roker is here, and so is Tammany 2,000 
strong. Murphy is here, to», with a delega- 
tion from Troy. Glorious old Troy, that has 
graduated so many stove-molders, hackmen, 
and prize-fighters! Sheehan is on top, way 
up in the clouds. The Governor is 
over in Albany considering some knotty 
applications for pardon. That he is mad goes 
witbout saying. He is furious over the turn 
of affairs, and lays it all at the door of the 
Cleveland men. He says the William street 
prophet is responsible for Flower's proini- 
nence. 

Flower’s nomination is conceded by every- 
body now, and the big fight of the campaign 
will be decided against Sheehan when he gets 
a place on the ticket. Sheehan made a bad 
mistake last winter, one which will cost him 
thousands of votes among the Catholics. A 
little, innocent-Idoking bill was railtoaded 
through the Senate and got into the 
order of third reading in the House before its 
true character was discovered. It was known 
as the Stadler bill, and apparently allowed 
musical societies or organizations to sell 
liquor after midnight on the occasions of their 
entertainment. It was intended to keep 
every dive and concert saloon in New York 
open all night. The Catholic clergy pro- 
tested against the bill and sent petitions in- 
numerable to Jolin Connelly, a Tammany 
man,and Ham Fish, a Republican. These 
men time and again offered the protests. 
Sheehan. as Speaker of the Assembly, allowed 
their acceptance, but would allow neither the 
Clerk, nor Conneily, nor Fish to read them to 
the House. He made a bad blunder, one for 
which he will have to dearly. The Stadler 
bill was beaten, but its defeat was in nowise 
facilitated by anytbing Mr. Sheehan did. 

The Republicans will make the fight against 
Sheehan, Flower being little better than a fig- 
urehead. He will ante up a big campaign 
fund and refrain from speechmaking. The 
Democrats, true to their natural instincts, 
want Roswell’s dough, and will dispense with 
his oratory. 

Arrival of Tammany. 

Tammany and the County Democracy are 
at their old tricks again endeavoring to see 
which organization can make the greater 
show and at the same time underrate and be- 
little the other. Tammany came in this aft- 
ernoon on a big train run in two sections. 
The Tammany men wore badges of red rib- 
bons and all the assurance proverbial to Man- 
hattan, They brought an Indian, too; nota 
genuine Brule, Sioux, or Cheyenne, but a little 
bit ofa white man, a little nine-spot, a bandy- 
legged chap, who was done up in red paint, 
and moccasins, and buckskin. The little man 
was to march at the head ot Tam- 
many, but he met with a mishap at 
Troy and the Tammanyites had to march up 
the mam street of Saratoga without him, The 
Indian left the train at the Troy depot and 
went out on the platform to sir himself 
among the natives. A great lot of girls came 
down to the train to see Tammany. It was 
the noon hour, and the girls who work in the 
factories wanted to feast their eyes on New 
York’s braves. They were greatly pleased 
with the little bogus Indian, and wanted him 
to spend the afternoon with the Trojans, He 
demurred, of course, and strove to get on the 
train which was leaving the platform. The 
girls surrounded him and kept him prisoner 
until Tammany’s second section came along 
and released him. Tammany is trying to 
make a greater display than the County De- 
rmocracy, but the Counties are with them every 
time. 

Fight Over the Piatform, 

There is going to be a big row over the plat- 
form, and it’s under headway at this particu- 
lat minute.

Sr. Louis, Mo., Sept. 14.—Messrs. W. 8. 
McAllister and U. S. Hall, members of the Na- 
tional Executive committee of the Farmers 
Alliance, held a conference this afternoon to 
consider whether or not the meetings of the 
antis’ convention, which begins tomorrow, 
will be secret or open.

In his 
complaint he denied that he had been 
cited to appear for trial before the 
Ecclesiastical Court which sat upon his case in 
Rome, or that he was represented by 
counsel, He further asserted that he 
had turned into the society, upon taking 
its vows and afterward, $7,000, and that he 
was entitied under the laws of the Roman 
Catholic Church to a home in one of the 
houses of the Francisean ‘order and mainte- 
nance according to his rank as a priest and to 
all his legitimate expenses during the term of 
his natural life. 

Justice Bartlett Dec. 27, 1890, issued a com- 
mission to Augustus O’Bourne, United States 
Consul to Italy, to examine under oath Fa- 
ther Bernardino, late Muinister-General; Fa- 
ther Mauritius, late Secretary of the Mis- 
sions; and Giuseppe Da Trento of Rome 
in behalf of the Franciscan Friars.

BUYING HIGH-OLASS STOCKS, 


Investors’ Money Pieaty in Wall Street— 
Richmond Terminal Troubles. 

New York, Sept. 14.—[Special.}—Sensa- 
tional rumors about the situation at Mitylene 
and coincident selling for London account 
made the market feverish and rather weak for 
atime today. Even while it was in this con- 
dit:on, bowever, there was good buying of the 
better class of stocks. The demand for com- 
mercial cable continues, but there 1s little of 
the stock in sight. For this reason it goes up 
on very light trading. It sold today at 112, a 
net advance of lper cent over the closing 
price of last week. From the course of the 
stock during the last week it looks very much 
as if the buying orders for it now in the mar- 
ket might carry it up to the level at whick it 
should naturally sell as a stock paying 7 per 
cent yearly in dividends and earning about 
twice that amount. The ordering of $1,100,- 
000 gold from Europe—making the total re- 
ceived and ordered up to date $2,660,000— 
strengthened the market, but the uncertain 
position of Union Pacific and Richmond Ter- 
minal is still a danger. 

The Executive committee of the latter com- 
pany met thus afternoon, but did not decide 
upon a plan for extending the floating debts, 
A month ago when Tuz Triscne printed its 
detailed analysis of the financial statements 
of the Richmond Terminal system and show- 
ing that the Terminal company was bankrupt 
its officials referred to the article 4s an at- 
tack, and asserted that they had only a few 
small debts, and that the money to pay these was 
on hand. It is odd to seo them now admitting 
that the floating debts aggregate $9,000,000, 
and trying to devise a plan to keep the concern 
out of the hands of a receiver.

WALTER F. DEMPSEY SURRENDERS. 


How He Got the Minneapolis Police to 
Show Him a Description of Himself. 
Walter P. Dempsey, the “exemplary ’? mem- 
ber of the Englewood T. M. C. A. who was 
arrested last May on the charge of embezzie- 
ment and forgery, and who ** jumped his bail 
July 5, leaving four Y. M. C. A. brethren to 
make good the bonds, returned to Chicago 
yesterday and gave himself up to the police. 
After a short consultation with his bondsmen 
he was taken to the County Jail and locked up. 
J. McK. Cleland, T. P. Day, Albert Russell, 
and J. S. Parden, the gent emen who signed 
his bonds before, declare they will do so again

In ‘spite of the fact that the police sent de- 
scriptions and photographs of Dempsey to the 
police of all the principal cities in the coun- 
try he has been on the streets of Minneapolis 
and St. Paul almost every day since he ran 
away from Chicago. The day following his 
arrival in Minneapolis he saw by the papers 
that the police were making a 
orous effort Meg capture him. He 
once went the 228 headquarters 
of that city ad asked Chief of Police to 
show him the list of men wanted in Chicago. 
His request was complied with, and about the 
first thing he saw was a photograph and de- 
scription of himself. After carefully exam- 
ining the list he handed it back to the Chief, 
passed the time of day with him for a few 
minutes, and went about his business. 

Ha thus bearded the lion in his den, he 
had no further fears of arrest. He set about 
looking for work, and in a few days secured a 
place as assista t shippi clerk in a flour 
mill, But as the days and weeks went by life 
became a burden to him, and he at last deter- 
mined to make a settlement of some sort. He 
wrote to a friend in Englewood, inclosing a 
judgment note for $1,000, the amount of his 
bail bonds, payable to the four gentlemen 
who signed his bonds. 

„This note was brought to us,“ said Attor- 
ney J. McK. Cleland last night, and we re- 
fused to take it, though he left property be- 
hind of more than three times that amount. 
We decided to communicate with him through 
his friend, whose name I do not wish to men- 
tion, and — him to come back and meet 
the charge inst him. We told him we 
would do * in our power for him and that if 
it came to the worst he had better go to prison 
than remain a fugitive from justice, 

“After some lengthy correspondence back 
and forth he decided to return. He arrived 
here this morning, and we went before Judge 
Brentano to ask to have the order forfeiting 
the bonds set aside. But the Judge was trying 
a case and we had to send him over to jail. 
However we will all return tomorrow morn-

For the first time in ite history Chicago is 
to have winter racing. The racing itself will 
not be equal to the Suburban Handicap or the 
Futurity, but it will serve the purposes of the 
bookmakers equally as well. Al Cridge and 
Bob Lovatt, two of the wealthiest bookmakers 
in the country, are behind the scheme and 
Joe Ullman is interested in it, 

For the last few weeks men have been at 
work grading the land just south of Sixty-fifth 
street and east of State. The people in the 
neighborhood were at a loss to understand the 
nature of the work until it finally became 
known that a half mile race track was being 
prepared, Even then the racing men who 
drove past there couldn’t understand the mat- 


ter. 

The fact leaked out yesterday, however, 
that a powerful syndicate was at work and 
that it intended to evade the Illinois law 
against pool-selling. Of course the promoters 
of the scheme do not expect that large crowds 
will be attracted by anything that can be seen 
in the way of a performance on @ half-mile 
track. They do think, however, that betting 
men will go there to lay their Money as read- 
ily as they will go to Washington Park, 

In order to insure this. they will erect a 
building in the center of the track, which will 
be kept at a comfortable temperature, Only 
three or four bookmakers will be allowed to 
have stands. One man will make books on 
the races actually being run there, but his 
business will be exceedingly light. The bulk 
of the transactions will be upon the Eastern 
and Southern races. Wires will belaid to 
every track in the country and the interior of 
the building will resemble the most approved 
pool-room of bygone days. Work upon this 
building will be begun in a few days and be 
pushed rapidly to completion. It is expected 
to have everything in readiness to begin opera- 
tions as soon as the regular racing season 
closes. 

The spectator can then have the double 
pleasure of watching actual running and listen- 
ing to the monotonous calling offof the races 
at Guttenberg and other tracks. 

How the Law Will Be Evaded. 

Stables will be built as soon as possible and 
half a dozen or more skates will be kept 
there. These will run every day during the 
winter, even if it takes them an hour to wade 
around the track through the snow. 

The manner in which the law will be evaded 
is this: Each horse on the track will be given 
the same name as a horse running at Gutten- 
berg, New Orleans, or some other place. Bets 
will nominally be laid on the skates, but in 
reality they will be upon the horses on other 
tracks. If Bill Nye, for instance, should win 
at New Orleans the men who laid their 
money on tne Bill. Nye running at 
the track would win, no matter if the 
fictitious Bill Nye should be left at tne post. 
The horses at the Cridge-Lovatt track will be 
merely dummies. In fact, a merry-go-round 
would serve the purpose just as well, provided 
the law could be evaded by its use. Nothing 
can be done to prevent this scheme being 
carried out, and the bookmakers can snap 
their fingers at the authorities. The men be- 
hind the scheme will have a complete monop- 
oly, and although they may not make as much 
as the down-town pool-rooms did under the 
Cregier régime they can be confident of vast 
profits. 

Al Cridge is known far and 
circles, fle has a big place at No. 24 West 
Twenty-seventh street, New York, and is te- 

uted to be worth nearly $5,000, 000. One of 

is greatest coups was made four years ago 
at Sheepshead Bay, when he badly crippled 
forty bookmakers. Aside from being a 
millionaire himself his son-m-law has a large 
fortune. Next to Cridge, Lovatt is perha 
the richest bookmaker in New York. His 
coups upon the race track have been almost 
as celebrated as those of a. Joe Ullman 
has large “you outside of his horses, and 
his check is for a large amount. If 
money is all t my is needed to make the track 
a success it will be forthcoming. 


Lawyers Say the Scheme Will Work. 


Before a stroke of work was done some of 
the best lawyere in Chicago were consulted 
and all agreed that bookmaking could be con 
ducted there so that there could be no inter- 
ference on the part of the authorities, 

There's millions in it,“ said a well-known 
horseman last night when told of the plan. 
„Those people will have àa complete monopoly 
of bookmaking in Chicago, and you know 
what that means. When there were 
half a do rooms down-town each made a 
mint of money for its proprietor. As I un- 
derstand the matter this track will be entirely 
in the hands of three men, and they will not 
have to pay for police protection either. If I 
had one-third interest in the business I 
wouldn't sell it for $100,000.” 

It is not the purpose of Cridge and Lovatt 
to attempt-to have good racing at the new 
track. Street-car horses will answer the pur- 
pose as well as racera. All they want to do is 
to have racing enough to comply with the 
law. They will, however, have horses there 
that are somewhat known, as this will be an 
inducement for many toattend. Some of the 
horses at Garfield Park will go there for a few 
weeks, but it is not expected that many will 
remain. 

When the snow comes any horses will answer 
the purpose and bookmaking will goon just 
the same. 


Big Money in a Foreign Book. 


The game was evolved after it had been de- 
clared that Hawthorne was to stop under the 
pressure of circumstances. Joe Ullman is the 
Chicago representative of Cridge and Lovatt 
and will have a large interest in the new 
scheme. He talked of it in a guarded way 
some ten days ago and was encouraged when 
he had watched the cinch game played by 
the foreign book at Gartield Park for acouple 
of days. No more popular bookmaker 
than Ullman ever worked in Chicago. For the 
term that his book ran at Hawthorne toa 
free gate it paid the daily expenses of the track 
over its receipts from the local books. There 
is a lot of money in a foreign book. In 1889 
the old West Side room made $160,000, and in 
1890 its pro‘its were nearly $190,000. During 
the spring meeting at Hawthorne this year 
Ullman's book is said to have made $65,000 
despite the periodical raids upon it by The 
Ghost and other local plungers.

will not do its duty to its constituency by 4 
parsimonious course that would prevent the 
exhibit from being a magnificent one in 
every respect. 


THE DEMOCRATS WANT IMPORTS AND 
CARE NOTHING FOR RECIPROCITY. 

It appears that the reciprocity agreement 
with Brazil is increasing largely the exporta- 
tion of American products to that country in 
payment of coffee, etc. This will be pleasing 
news to American farmers and manufactur- 
ers, for whom a new market has been found, 
but it will not be gratifying to the Democratic 
leaders, who want to encourage imports from 
Europe and who care nothing at all about the 
volume of exports to Latin-American States. 

The Democratic policy is to take the duties 
off the cheap labor goods of Europe, so that 
they may be brought into this country in 
enormous quantities and undersell the 
home manufacturers. If they could double 
or treble the quantity of English, French, 
German, Austrian, Italian, Swiss, and Belgian 
goods entering the ports of the United States 
they would think they had achieved a great 
economic victory, and while the process of 
unloading the cargoes was goingon they would 
say to the people: We have given you cheap 
goods; buy them and thank us.“ ° 

The Democratic leaders and papers do no 
tell the factory and mill workingmen how 
these vast importations of European cheap 
goods are to be paid for. The bills for them 
cannot be settled by exports of American 
manufactures, for they cost more than the 
competing goods made abroad. They cannot 
be paid for in American natural products, for 
foreigners will take no more of them than 
they have or need, unless they are 
offered at a much lower price. If they are 
the American farmer is the sufferer. The 
difference then between the value of natural 
products exported and of these cheap Euro- 
pean goods imported—and the difference will 
be great—will have to be paid in gold and 
silver. The Nation will have to draw on its 
cash capital to meet its adverse baiances of 
trade, After the gold has gone it will have to 
fall back on silver. After the stock of silver 
has been exported, if the “cheap goods” 
keep on pouring in the Nation will have to 
mortgage its resources in order to pay its 
debts for imported goods, providing the for- 
eign manufacturers are satisfied with the se- 
curity. 

But this point might not be reached. Be- 
fore things had gone that far the importation 
of these cheap goods would be checked vio- 
lently. The first effect of their appearance 
would be to force American manufacturers to 
cut down wages about one-half or stop manu- 
facturing. If they did the latter their work- 
men, earning nothing, would be unable to 
bay foreign goods, no matter how cheap they 
might be. If the workmen accepted the 
lower wages and lower standard of life and 
began a serious competition with European 
laborers turning out goods as cheaply as they 
were doing before they eame to this country 
and joined the free-trade party, then importa- 
tions would be slackened. The workmen 
would be, however, on the lower plane of ex- 
istence they enjoyed before coming to this 
country. 

These would be the consequences of the 
Democratic policy of encouraging imports by 
opening our ports and disregarding exports 
by allowing foreign nations to charge what 
duties they pleased on our products, So 
little do they thing of the latter that they 
would not make an effort to enlarge our mar- 
kets. It is nothing to the Democratic leaders 
if European nations prohibit or hamper the 
admission of American products into their 
ports, as nearly all of them do. Regardless 
of such facts they say: “Let us buy all we 
can of cheap goods from such nations; never 
mind whether they discriminate against us or 
not; what care we for exports? We must in- 
crease our imports and let everything else 
take care of itself. Let the gold go, let the 
silver slide—only give us cheap imports. 
Let American manufacturers who cannot 
compete with free European goods close up 
their works.“ : 

It islucky for the Democratic leaders that 
there is sg much dense ignorance in the rank 
and file of their party. They can preach the 
most dangerous or idiotic doctrine to their 
followers and they never lose caste by doing 
so. Here they are urgmg workmen to do 
something which will cut up their wages root 


and branch, and the latter have not the sense 


to see it, but look on these free import Demo- 
cratic statesmen as their guides. philoso- 
phers, and friends.“ It is different generally 
among Republicans, They average much 
higher in intelligence and discernment, and 
when one of their leaders begins indulging in 
economic extravagances and impositions they 
are not long in finding it out, and if he does 
not repent and recant he is mustered out of 
the service, as was done last fall. Republicans 
kick, Democrats kiss the party hand that 
smites them. 


THE DUTY OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The duty which devolves upon the Board of 
Education at its meeting tomorrow evening is 
one of extraordinary importance. The resig- 
nation of Mr. Howland and its acceptance by 
the board make it imperatively necessary that 
a successor should be chosen to have charge 
of the 4,000 teachers and nearly 150,000 schol- 
ars in the schools over which they preside. 
There is no reason why an acting Superin- 
tendent should hold the place longer than this 
week. If among the list of candidates for the 
office there were no one who could present 
fitting qualifications for the place it would 
then ‘be the duty of the board to take time 
and look around for a suitable Superin- 
tendent. But the board is not confronted 
with any such contingency. One of these 
candidates, Mr. Lane, the present efficient 
Superintendent of the county schools, is in 
every way qualified for the place. If his can. 
didacy were submitted to a vote of the peo- 
ple of Chicago he would be elected by an 
overwhelming majority as he has been for. 
years to his present position. He is amply 
equipped in all the details of the science of 
education. He has executive ability of the 
highest order, as his years of public service 
have shown. He possesses business ability in 
an @minent degree. He is scrupulously hon- 
est, enthusiastically devoted to the schools, 
and in sympathy with advanced methods. He 
never has displayed either favoritism or par- 
tisanship. A morning contemporary makes 
the absurd charge that he has shown political 
tendencies in his present office. It is a suf. 
feient answer to this silly statement that the 
office which Mr. Lane has held so long and 
successfully is a political one and that he 
could only have been elected to it rough the 
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his administration of the offic 


board isin favor of Mr. Lane’s election and 
that he will be elected. But there must be no 
doubt. There are unpleasant rumors afloat 
of ascheme among Mr. Howland’s friends to 
prolong the temporary term of Mr. Delano 
for several months and then give the position 
back to Mr. Howland when publi¢ interest in 
the matter has subsided, If there be such a | 
scheme, which we are loath to believe, it can 
only prove disastrous, and Mr. Howland him- 
self probably will be the first one to deprecate 
such an ill-advised and mischievous policy. 
If there shall be any further delay in settling 
this question it will arouse public appre- 
hension and lead to a seridus complication 


which will be fraught with danger to the edu- 


cational interests of the city. The peo- 
ple of Chicago are not in the temper 
to put up with any procrastination 
or with any double dealing. Mr. Howland 
has resigned for reasons satisfactory to him- 
self, though he has not made them public. 
The board has accepted his resignation. The 
only business in order is the appointment of 
his successor, and that successbr should be 
Mr. Lane. If any reason can be shown why 
he is unfit for the position, let it be stated. If 
there isno such reason, then let him be 
elected, and, more than this, let his election be 
unanimous, No man has yet been men- 
tioned whose appointment would satisfy such 
an immense majority of the people as would 
that of Mr. Lane. Itis desired by parents 
and teachers alike, It is a necessity. The 
majority of the board must not be moved 
from its purpose by any propositions for de- 


AUTHORSHIP OF ALL MEN BORN EQUAL- 
LY FREE. 

Tur Tano pointed out recently that there 
are to be found in the Bill of Rights of the 
first Virginia Constitution, adopted June 12, 
1776, and drafted by George Mason, certain 
ideas that all men are by nature equally free 
and independent, have certain inherent rights, 
are entitled to the enjoyment of life and lib- 
erty,” etc.—which also occur in the Declara- 
tion of Independence submitted to the Con- 
gress on the 28th of the same June. 

A Democratic paper which makes a specialty 
of deifying Jefferson is seriously worked up 
over these facts and insists that they cannot be 
true, because the inscription on Jefferson’s 
monument at Monticello says: Here was 
buried Thomas Jefferson, author of the Dec- 
laration of Independence.“ The reputation of 
epitaphs for truth and veracity does not stand 


high., and the Democratic paper in question 


would do better to quote some stronger evi- 
dence to disprove facts which go to show that 
the important phrases in the preamble of the 
Declaration were written by George Mason 
before they were by Thomas Jefferson. An 
appeal to tombstones is not sufficient, espe- 
cially when the record is against them. 

This same paper suys also: Jefferson was 
as truly the pen of the Revolution as Wash- 
ington was the sword.“ Such a remark be- 
trays extraorainary ignorance of Revolution- 
ary history. The first man whose writing had 
any general and widespread influence—not 
confined to one or two colonies—was John 
Dickinson of Pennsylvania. Next after him, 
early in 1776, came Thomas Paine with his 
“Common Sense.” Then came George 
Mason of Virgina; after him came Jefferson 
with the Declaration. Satisfied with what he 
copied from Mason he dropped his pen and 
went home to Virginia to write no more calls 
to arms or combat. The “ times came which 
tried men’s souls, and Paine wrote the stir- 
ring bugle call Crisis. Nothing was heard 
from Jefferson. The “ pen of the Revolu- 
tion” was wielded by other hands. Wash- 
ington swung his sword and fought on 
with varying fortunes, and in that clash and 
tumult of arms, while others were dying to 
save the republic, Jefferson placidly codified 
the laws of Virginia and defined the jurisdic- 
tion of justice courte and the powers of con- 
stables. That is his Revolutionary record. 


SNUBBING AMERICAN TOADIES. 

A dispatch from London states that Ameri- 
cans returning from Germany are complain- 
ing bitterly because of the crusade made 
against them at Homburg by the swell English 
and led or instigated by the Prince of Wales. 
The announcement made in this dispatch, 
however, is altogether toosweeping. It should 
have read “ toady Americans returning from 
Germany.” It is not only probable but cer- 
tain that many Americans have visited Ger- 
many this year who know nothing and care 
nothing for the Prince of Wales and his fawn- 
ing courtiers, and who have carried them- 
pelves with dignity and honor as American 
citizens, and have secured respect for the 
American name among the Germans by their 
conduct. There is, however, a numerous class 
of Americans from the toady rich, and mainly 
from New York, who have played spaniel to 
the Prince of Wales and his set, and demeaned 
themselves ridiculously to secure notice from 
him, and who have spent their money lavishly 
and resorted to various disgusting artifices to 
commend themselves to the swell English 
coterie which has been sojourning this season 
at Homburg. 

It should be a matter of genera! satisfaction 
that the Prince of Wales, cloyed with their 
flatteries and disgusted with their fawning 
obsequiousness, at last has soured on them and 
given notice to his baccarat clique to snub 
and ostracize them. They will have no sym- 
pathy at home. They have nothing but vul- 
garity and money to commend them, and 
commendation of this sort goes no farther in 
this country than it does at Homburg. Digni- 
fied and self-respecting Americans would not 
be exposed to snubs from his Royal Nibs for 
the reason that they never would seek his 
company after the revelations of his real 
character recently made in a court of justice. 
The class of people whom he has snubbed are 
entitled to no more consideration at home 
than they received abroad, and their punish- 
ment will be approved here with quite as much 
satisfaction as the London Times manifests, 
while intelligent foreigners will know how to 
make the proper discriminations. 


THE HAWALIANS LISTENED TO THE CA- 
NUCKS. 


An article in the Review of Reviews states 
that the defeatof the treaty with the Hawaiian 
Islands, which the present administration at- 
tempted to negotiate, was due to intermed- 
dling Canadian influences exerted through the 
Attorney-General of the Islands, who is a 
Canadiap by birth, and who said that the pro- 
posed treaty would be derogatory to Hawaiian 
independence and would preclude some spe- 
cially favorabie commercial arrangements 
with Canada—which have not been made. 
There is no possible arrangement by which 
the trade of a thinly-inhabited country like 
the Dominion, with less than 1 
population, can be more desirable than that 
of a great nation like the United States. It 
may be, however, that the proposed treaty 
would not have been a benefit for this coun 
try. It is reported that it was provided there- 
in, in exchange for the perpetual possession of 
Pearl Harbor for our naval vessels, for the 
payment to Hawaiian sugar-growers of the 
bounty paid now to American producers of 
raw sugar. : | 

Such an arrangement would have saddlea 
country with a yearly payment to Amer- 
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Their sugar has been adinitted duty-free, 
while other sugars paid 2 cents a pound. They 
did not sell their sugar any cheaper because 
it had no duty to pay. They pocketed 2 cents 
on every pound from the American 
consumers. It was the belief when 
Hawaiian sugar was let in free that 
the Pacific Slope would be supplied with 
cheap sugar. That was not the case. East- 
ern and Western refiners divided territory 
and robbed the people. Free sugar has bene- 
fited the people. They get cheaper sweets, 
and incidentally the Hawaiians have lost the 
excessive profits they have enjoyed so long. 
It never was intended they should have them, 
and they have no right to find fault when they 
are deprived of them. The only way they can 
secure a bounty will be through annexation to 
the United States. Aud, by the way, the two- 
cent a pound bounty should be reduced by 
the next Congress to one cent, which is the 
limit of the retaliation provided in the Ald- 
rich amendment to be tieimposed on the sugar 
producing countries after the first of next 
January which refuse to accord equivalent p riv- 
leges of trade in lieu of free admission uf their 
saccharine into this country. 


HE IS 80 ENGLISH, YOU ENOW! 

The alarming news comes from New York 
that Mr. Willie Waidorf Astor, the rent 
monopolist, has decided to make his perma- 
nent residence in England, and never will re- 
turn to this country except for making a visit, 
and even then after the manner of an En- 
glishman. 

From various statements made by Mr. 
Willie Waldorf Astor of late the inference is 
clear that New York society has bezome too 
vulgar for him, and that he does not feel at 
home among the American people, who do 
not take kindly to his foreign airs. As a mat- 
ter of sentiment the people of this country 
will not mourn over Willie Waldorf Astor’s 
departure, nor will they grieve if he should 
decide never to return. They will feel like 
expediting his gong, and wish that several 
more of his kind might go with him, among 
them Ward McAllister and a good part of his 
400. If he chooses to decitizenize himself and 
become an alien he has the right to 
do it. Nothing stands in his way, and 
no genuine American will seek to restrain 
him from carrying out his flunky purpose as 
expeditiously as possible. But after he goes 
to stay and becomes an alien in one sense he 
should be made fo loosen his landholdership 
in this country and be required to sell his 
New York houses and lots to Americans, The 
American people are not in favor of cultivat- 
ing a crop of absentee landlords in England 
after the manner of the Irish absentee lords. 
Mr. Astor’s departure will be followed by the 
hopes of the American people that he may 
safely reach that land where his fastidious 
tastes will not be offended by servant girls 
opening the front door to answer the door 
bell, and by people sitting on the front steps 
of warm summer evenings. But they will not 
grieve over the loss of Willie Waldorf, whose 
anvestor started his American fortune by 
skinning skunks and selling the hides; nor 
would they mourn if he would take along with 
him a lot more of his un-American sort in 
New York sassiety. They never would be 
missed. 


INCONSISTENCIES OF THE STRIKING CAB- 
INETMAKERS. 


The striking cabinetmakers held a mass-meet- 
ing in Zepf's Hall yesterday (Sunday). and ad- 
dresses were made by Mr. Britzius of the Cigar- 
makers’ Union and Ole Thompson, President of 
Carpenters’ Union No. 181. Both speakers ad- 
vised the men to remain firm, and in response to 
a question from Britzins as to whether they 
would do so all present arose. No action was 
taken on the resolution framed by the manufact- 
urers at their meeting Saturday night.—Local 
Report. . 

The strike is for ten hours’ pay for eight 
hours’ work, while the regular wages for cab- 
inetmakers in all the competing cities is ten 
hours’ pay for ten hours“ work. And, not 
content with this demand, the majority of 
those ex-foreign strikers belong to the free- 
trade party and vote for the removal of all 
protective duties from the cabinet wares of all 
European manufacturers, so that the furni- 
ture of European cheap labor makers may 
come into this country and be sold at Euro- 
pean prices. How do these ex-foreign strikers 
imagine that their American employers could 
pay thein more than half the wages they have 
just rejected and sell furniture in competition 
with the European cabinet bosses, with no 
other protection than the small cost of trans- 
portation? While voting for and insisting on 
the free admission of foreign furniture, it 
would be more consistent and in accordance 
with common sense if these ex-foreign work- 
men would forego their strike for two hours’ 
pay after they quit work. 

It appears that the cabinetmakers are egged 
on in this strike business by one Britzius of 
the Cigarmakers’ Union. The cigarmaking 
business enjoys an immense tariff protection. 
In all probability this spouter is an ultra free- 
trade Democrat, as are most of the foreigners 
and ex-foreigners who constitute his union. 
And yet if the Republican Senate next winter 
should allow a Democratic free-trade House 
bill to pass putting cigars on the free list what 
a calamity howl Britzius and his free-trade 
fellow tobacco-rollers would raise at the Re- 
publican Senate for lettmg the Democratic 
House put imported cigars on the free list. 
And yet those fellows do not appear to see 
anything inconsistent in their politics.

Itehouald not be ex- 
pected that the entire burden of a National Ex- 
position ordered by Congress should fall on the 
people within the radius of a few miles of the 
spot on which the Exhibition is held. These peo- 
ple have paid what they could afford to help the 
great Fair. Ten millions is a tidysum. It ap 
pears to be two-thirds of the entire sam wanted, 
and if the other 63,000,000 of the population of the 
United States cannot furnish the other third they 
should not pretend that the Columbian Exposi- 
tion is a National affair, but should call it the 
Exposition of Chicago in honor of Christopher

ALBERTSON'S WORK REVEALED IN COURT 


President Wallace Tells the Stary of the 
Robbery of the Tacoma Bank. 

Tacoma, Wash., Sept. 14.—[ Special. — De- 
tails of the robbery of the Pidelity Trust com- 
pany of this city by Secretary Albertson Aug. 
22 last were revealed today when the case of 
R. B. Albertson, the Seattle attcrney accused 
of concealing stolen property in connection 
with the Fidelity Bank robbery, was called in 
Justice Sharp’s court this afternoon. He is a 
cousin of Edward Albertson, the defaulter, 
who has not yet been caught. Before the 
hearing commenced the original complaint 
against R. B. Albertson was dismissed and 
one of grand larceny substituted. The hear- 
mg lasted all the afternoon and will be con- 
tinued tomorrow. The first witness called 
was Thomas B. Wallace, President of the 
Fidelity Trust company, who testified 


that Aug. 22 he had received a letter from | 


Edward Albertson at 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, in which the writer said that he had been 
speculating and lost, and in order to force a 
compromise with the bank’s had 
taken $900,000 in securities and $8,250 in cash, 
but would return the securities if the bank of- 
ficials would sign an agreement not to prose- 
cute.

WANTED TO LYNCH A FIREBUG. 


Sufferers by a Quebec Fire Make a Desper- 
ate Attempt on Its Supposed Author. 

Quessc, Sept. 14.—Two hundred people 
have been rendered homeless by a fire which 
destroyed some thirty ten¢ment-houses and 
the Roman Catholic Church of Cape lane. 
To ada to the excitement the sufferers and a 
number of their neighbors made a desperate 
attempt to lynch the alleged ineendiary, a 
man named Octave Ouellet, in whose house 
the fire originated, Quellet had already had 
a fire on his premises and received a good 
amount of insurance. He lately kept 
a small grocery store which he had 
insured for $2,100. and parties who 
rushed in when the fire started found it satu- 
rated with coal-oil. Marshal Shalvohl found 
Ouellet in the house of his brother-in-law, 
where roa ge — — him. Baty 
150 people, many of t sufferers t 
fire, — the house and sneer the 
life of the prisoner. The women of the house 
screamed and Ouellet fell in a faint. The 
Marshal, with a few policemen, kept the 
crowd at bay until assistance arrived, when 
the prisoner was removed to jail. Many of 
the sufferers are in destitute circumstances 
and had to be supolied with food today by the 
Mayor. The total loss is about $75,000, and 
there is but little insurance.

Latest Move of the New York Pool-Room

Keepers in Their Fight with Phil 
Dwyer—The Latter Refuses to Give Out 
His Entries—English Lady Captures the 
Oriental Handicap, Defeating Raceland 
and De Muth—Yorkville Belle Wins the 


Prospects Stakes. 

| New Yorx, Sept. 14.—[ Special.] — The war 
between the Brooklyn Jockey club and the 
city pool- rooms. whieh was begun at the 
spring meeting of the association four months 
ago, was renewed today with increased bitter- 
ness. Philip J. Dwyer, the well-known turf- 
man, who is President of the club, says the 
city pool-rooms when in full blast deprive 
him of at least $4,000 in receipts each day, 
and announces that unless they pay that sum 
into his treasury daily he will force them to 
quit business by depriving them of the news 
from the race track which enables them to go 
on. The pool sellers are willing to pay $2,500 
a day, but say they will fight the matter out 
if more than that sum d demanded. Neither 
side will yield and thus Eastern race-goers 
will witness the bitterest kind of a struggle 
for the next fifteen days. 

The race-track gates were locked today at 2 
o'clock, and although some few people were 
allowed to enter after that hour none were 
permitted to go out until after the last race 
was run. No telegraphic instruments or wires 
were permitted within the track, and 150 po- 
licemen eommanded by Bob Pinkerton 
saw to it that no notes or otaer pieces of in- 
formation were thrown over the fences. The 
agents of the pool-sellers were thus compelled 
to resort to every species of ingenuity, Last 
spring they were able to watch races from the 
roofs of houses outside the race-track fences, 
but high fences, some forty feet up in the air, 
now shut off all view in this direction. To 
top these the pool-sellers erected a scaffolding 
150 feet high from which to get a view of the 
jockey-board, on which were the numbers of 
starters and their riders, and after each race 
the winners were posted. Dwyer easily circum- 
vented this by not utilizing the jockey-board. 


New Style in Turf Reporters. 


In this emergency the ageuts of the pool 
sellers resorted to the use of carrier pigeons 
from within the track, and with these they 
were partially successful. Not enough so, 
however, to prevent a 322 of business in 
the city pool-rooms. Few people cared to risk 
their money where they had no opportunity of 
knowing what horses were scratched, what 
jockeys rode those that started, or what the 
ring quotations were at the track. It was a 
losing fight for the pool-rooms today, and un- 
less they are able to devise some new and bet- 
ter scheme for getting the news it looks 
as if Dwyer will force them to close 
up while his one lasts. The fact 
that the pool-rooms had Pessara favor- 
ite in the second race and Kingston 
favorite in the Oriental Handicap up to the 
moment the horses started in these races, al- 
though both of the horses named had been 
scratched early in the day, shows how badly 
the pool-sellers were off for reliable informa- 
tion. Tonight to clinch matters President 
Dwyer will not give out the entries for to- 
morrow’s races, and not until 2 o0’clock to- 
morrow afternoon at the race track will any 
one know the starters in the first race. While 
that event is being run the starters in the 
second race will be posted, and so on through- 
out the day. Dwyer says he is willing to lose 
$5,000 a day rather than let the pool-gellers 
i that much out of him without paying 

or it. 

The Oriental Handicap, which in past years 
has furnished the best contest of handicap 
horses in the autumn, was the chief event on 
today’s card and resuited in a great surprise. 
That erratic performer, English Lady, whom 
E. A. Buck, proprietor of the Spirit of the 
Times, — from the Scoggan Brothers 
for $10,000 a year ago, but who in all her races 
this year has run like a speedless selling 
plater, showed that she was not altogether 
valueless by jum ping out in front when the 
flag fell and leading clear to the finish, win- 
ning just as she pleased by a couple of 
lengths. Old Raceland, carrying top weight, 
ran second, and Demuth just managed to 
beat Judge Morrow for third money. Al- 
thoigh English Lady had only 100 pounds on 
her back and was getting weight trom all her 
opponents, her owner would not back her, as 
be had lost on her in all her previous races 
this year. Demuth, the favorite at 9 to 10,was 
not at ail well ridden by Isaac Murphy. 

Chesapeake Pocketed and Beaten. 

Chesapeake, favorite at 4 to 5 in the opening 

dash of five furiongs, was badly pocketed in 
the stretch, and could get no better than 
third. Dr. Hasbrouck, a 10 to 1 shot, won by 
aneck from Trinity, a rank outsider, who 
beat the favorite out by a head. W. M. 
Baneck, owner of the winner, backed him 
heavily, and took about $15,000 out of the 
ring. 
The mile sweepstakes for 3-year-olis re- 
sulted in another upset, the favorite, India 
Rubber, running second to Bellevue, who won 
after a hard drive. Terrifier was a close 
third. 

The Prospect Stakes, for 2-year-olds, re- 
sulted in a clever victory for that good daugh- 
ter of Miser and Thora, Yorkville Belle, who 
handled her field without aifficulty, and wou 
away off, with Lamplighter second, a head be- 
fore St. Florian, who auit when it came toa 
drive at the finish. Byron McClelland’s colt, 
Leonawell, after being left at the pont, ran a 
rattling good race, and came within a length 
of being placed in the first three. Merry 
Monarch, the favorite, was never in the hunt. 

The first half of the mile selling race for 2 
year-olds, which was divided, was won by 
Trangle, second favorite at 4 ½ to 1, after a 
rattling finish with Natalie S., who beat the 
Western colt, Tom Harding, a length for the 
place. The Holmdel colt, the favorite, was a 
close fourth. 

The second half went to the 8 to 5 favorite, 
Airplant, who, with Kirsch, got all the best of 
the start. Airplant won by u length and a 
half and Kirsch beat the Billet Doux colt a 
length for place honors. 

Virgie, a 7 to 1 outsider, furnished the final 
surprise of the day, winning the selling race at 
a mile and a sixteenth after a hard drive with 
Celia, whom she beat a neck.

How the Brannons Did Not Ship “Polk 
Badget” to Latonia. 


Detectives have been hunting high and low for 
Polk Badget.“ the ringer that caused such tribu- 
lation to the Latonia bookmakers a week ago 
yesterday. R. M. Brannon, who shipped the 
horse to Chicago immediately after the race at 
Latonia, promised to have Polk Badget at Cin- 
cinnati for inspection by the Latonia judges 
today.

Deputy Sheriff Leibrandt knew just 
where to put his hands on the horse, however,

The people of Downer’s Grove look with 
pride and satisfaction on a néw two-story 
brick schoolhouse just north of the Chitago, 
Burlington and Quincy tracks, but their pride 
istempered somewhat by stories in cifcula- 
tion regarding the giving out of the contract. 
The story is, and evidence is plentiful in sub- 
stantiation, that the work on the new building 

was farmed outto certain members of the 
1 There is no complaint at to the work 
and the contract price is considered reason- 
able, but there is much complaint among the 
citizens of the school district over the methods 
employed in making the work a sort of family 
affair. 

A few months ago a majority vote was cast 
in favor of a new schoolhouse, and after 
plans had been prepared notice was given that 
bids would be received. The lowest bid w 
nearly $8,000, and as this sum was considered 
greater than could be well borne by the dis- 
trict all the bids were rejected and the plans 
were altered, leaving off a wing provided for 
in the original drawings. Bids were again 
advertised for, and John Daly was given the 
work at $6,850. 

This is the point to the whole story: John 
Daly was formerly a partner in the contract- 
ing business with W. J. Herring, who was an 
influential member of the School Board, but 
recently resigned. Daly had been away from 
Downer’s Grove for several months, and re- 
turned to his old stamping ground just in 
time to put in the successful bid. Mr. Daly 
seemed of the opinion that so large a contract 
would prove a severe strain upon one man, 80 
at his suggestion Merrick, a member of the 
School Board, became a partner in the rejuve- 
nated firm of Merrick & Daly, contractors and 
builders, and all the material used in the con- 
struction of the bwiiding was bought in the 
firm name. 

But Merrick & Daly did not do mason work, 
and it became necessary to sublet this portion 
of the work. There 1s in Downer’s Grove a 
firm of bricklayers and masons, Beidelman 
Bros. by name, and the meinbers of the firm 
being honest workingmen, could anything be 
more natural than their getting the brick and 
stone work? Certainly not. The fact of 
Alexander Beidelman, the senior member of 
the firm, being a member oi the School Board 
was merely a coincidence.

Mr. Farrer is neither a 
contractor nora mason and so far as re- 
ports go he has no relatives in either line of 
work.

So fax as the knowledge of 
the other citizens of Downer’s Grove goes, 
the furnishing of water was about the only 
part of the work done by any person outside 
the board and their relatives or associates. 

Charles G. Austin Jr., John Romeiss, and

Board, but they played “thinking parts “ in 
the Downer’s Grove schoolhouse melodrama. 

Director Herring was one of the shining 
lights im the board. He is more familiar 
with the building trade than any other member, 
and he figured in the drawing of the plans and 
specifications for the building and in making 
the alterations in the original drawings to 
bring the cost down to a sum which could be 
paid by the district. He made frequent exam- 
inations of the work done by the firm of Mer- 
rick & Daly, and according to his reports to 
the Building committee of the board, of 
which he was Chairman, everything was done 
in strict accurdance with the plans. On these 
reports warrants were drawn from time to 
time on the Township Treasurer, and they 
were paid without question until the last 
one. This one was refused by the 
Treasurer because of an information filed with 
him bya citizen of the district, which set 
forth the fact that the law had been violated 
inasmuch as members of the board had been 
directly interested in the construction of the 
building under a contract given by the board. 
When this fact became known Director Mer- 
rick handed in his resignation as a member of 
the board. 

A meeting of the Township Trustees was held 
at Hinsdale Saturday night to inquire into the 
matter, and the members of the School Board 
were present. Probate Judge George W. 
Brown and Prof, Morgan, County Superin- 
tendent of Du Page County, were also pres- 
ent, Mr. Merrick expiained his connection 
with the building of theschoolhouse. Aftera 
eareful inquiry the trustees decided to take 
the matter under advisement. 

Meanwhile the citizens of the Grove are dis- 
cussing the various phases of the job letting. 
One old citizen said yesterday: No doubt 
our schoolhouse is well built and worth every 
dollar of the amount it cost, but we do not 
like the way the members of the School Board 
kept the work in their official family. It 
looks as though they were copying after the 
methods of the ‘boodle’ board of Cook 
County Commissioners.” 


NEW FREE LIBRARY FOR WHEATON, ILL. 


Something About the Gift of John Quincy 
Adams to Be Dedicated About Oct. 1. 


Wheaton possesses a free library, the gift of 
John Quincy Adams of the Board of Trade, 
which will be dedicated about Oct. 1 with ap- 
propriate exercises, W. J. Hynes delivering 
the dedicatory address. 

The building is modern in its style of archi 
tecture and is constructed of rough stone, the 
interior finish being of oak. It is two stories 
in height, with basement and attic, and is by 
far the handsomest stricture in the 
city, and one of the finest of its 
kind in the State of Illinois.

Lieut. Baker, Special Commissioner to Mex- 
ico, reports that Mr. Berrimger, a prominent 
merchant and landholder in Tabasco, Mexico, 
will send to the Exposition a magnificent col- 
lection of the cabinet woods of Mexico. At 
the Paris Exposition Mr. Berringer exhibited 
100 varieties of the finest cabinet woods, but 
at Chicago he promises to increase his collec- 


tion to more than 200 sam ples and show a speci- 


men of every variety of cabinet wood in the 
Republic of Mexico.

PLANS FOR INDIANA’S BUILDING. 


Some Architects Dissatisfied Because They 
Were Drawn by a ‘hicago Van. 

Inptanapouis, Ind., Sept. 14.—[Special.]— 
The dissatisfaction over the acceptance of a 
Chicago architect’s plans for the Indiana 
World’s Fair building in preference to those of 
Indiana architects is growing. Already there 
are threats of carrying the matter into the 
next Legislature and asking the appointment 
of aspecial investigating committee. It is 
not denied that the accepted plans, of which 
Henry Ives Cobb is the designer. are the best, 
but it is claimed that simply as a matter of 
home pride,“ for which Indiana people are 
becoming sticklers, the competition should. 
have been limited exclusively to.the architects 
of this State. It is a notable fact, however, 
that Indiana architects evinced little interest 
in the competition, and but two of them, who 
— by no means the best known, submitted 
plans. 

The architecture of the proposed building, 
as shown by the plans, is classic in style and 
suggests both the Roman and Norman 
riods. It will be 110 feet long by 76 ula, 
with one end semicircular in form. The first 
floor is entirely surrounded by a covered por- 
tico, with entablatured roof supported by 
square columns. ‘The north and south en- 
trances are at the base of tail square towers, 
tapering at the top. The roof of the main 
building is high and steep, and is also covered 
with tiling. The walls of the second floor are 
to be of iron and plate-glass. The interior ar- 
rangement of the first floor provides for a 
large hall, eighteen feet wide, running north 
and south, On the east side doors open into 
the assembly.room, 44x33 feet in size, one end 
of which conforms to the rounded form of the 
building. In the west end a corridorseparates 
a gentlemen’s parior and ante-rooms on the 
north from similar quarters for ladies on the 
south. The apartment over the assembly- 
room up-stairs is to be devoted to a reading- 
room, while the other end is divided into 


quarters for the Indiana Commissioners and 


the women’s com mittee.

Big Microseope for the Fair. 

According to the Pall Mall Gazette of Lon- 
don the Poeller Physical Optical Institute of 
Munich has under construction an enormous 
microscope for exhibition at Chicago in 1893. 
It will magniy to 16,000 diameters, or, as 
ordinanly fitted, to 11,000 diameters. An 
electric light of 11,000 candle power is to be 
used for illuminating the image, which. is to 
be projected on a screen. As the heat from 
this powerful light would derange the focus 
by expansion of the metal a device is used to 
cool the metal. This is a small copper cylin- 
der filled with liquid carbonic acid under a 
pressure of 350 pounds to the square inch. It 
is connected with the microscope in such a 
manner that an electric regulator automat- 
ically opens a valve and allows a drop of the 
acid to escape in a spray on the metal to be 
cooled; the liquid immediately evaporates 
and produces intense cold. The whole cost of 
the instrument is said to be nearly $10,000. 


Wish to Furnish Grass. 

There are thirty sod growers in different 
parts of the United States who wish to dec- 
orate the World’s Fair grounds with, green 
grass. Mr. Burnham has estimated that thirty- 
five acres of sod will be required for the pur- 
pose. Some days ago he advertised for bids 
and yesterday at least thirty were opened. 
The bidders varied in prices per squate yard 
from 6c cents to 75 cents. It was announced 
that so far as the lowest bidder was concerned 
he stood no show unless the character of sod 
he would furnish was up to the standard. Be- 
fore the contract is awarded any one Messrs. 
Olmsted and Codman will visit the locality 
where the grass is grown and ascertain its fit- 
ness for the purposes for which it is to be 
used. The specifications state that the grass 
shall. auring its growth for the next eight 
months, be subject to the inspection of a rep- 
resentative of the Construction Department. 


Rates on Exhibits. 

Half rates on exhibits intended for the Fair, 
and even an agreement to transport them 
free both ways, continue to reach Traffic 
Manager Jaycox’s office from various railroad 
and boat lines. With one exception thus far, 
that of the Southern Pacific railroad, it may 
be said that the smaller lines are taking the 
lead in this matterand making a patriotic 
move towards exhibiters. A number of 
Te railroads made concessions yester- 

ay. 


For an Exhibition at Milwaukee. 

Mitwavxesr, Wis., Sept. 14.—[Special. |—It 
is now proposed to raise money by a special 
tax for a World's Fair exhibition in this city. 
The proposition as originated by some of the 
real-estate agents was presented by President 
Weil to the Real Estate Board this afternoon, 
ami the question was made a subject for dis- 
cupsion at the next meeting. The real-estate 
agents believe that everybody would be 
benefited by bringmg great crowds to 
the city durmg the World’s Fair, and 
they think that a special tax would 
be the most equitable way of raising money 
to provide the attraction. They are not sure 
that it can be done, but if it can they propose 
to appoint a committee to act with similar 
committees from the Merchants’ Association 
and the Advancement Association in interest- 
ing the Mayor and Common Council in the 
project. They will leave it to the committee 
and the officials to say what the attraction 
shall be and also how much money shall be 
raised, but they think that anywhere from 
$50,000 to $250,000 could be used.
